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THE STRICKEN MONARCH 


BETTER DURING THE DAY 
AND WORSE AT NIGAT. 
THE DOCTORS DO NOT PERMIT HIM TO 
LEAVE HIS BED—SUFFERING FROM 

A MILD FORM OF PYJEMIA. 

BERLIN, April 21-1 4. M.—It is stated 
that the Emperor is worse than the last bulletin 
intimated, but that there is no = im- 
mejiate danger. The conflicting reports 
as to the presence of pyemia are due 
to the different uses of the wordin Germany and 
England. In Germany the term is applied only 
to the severest types of the disease, while in 
England it is applied also to the milder form. 

Lonpon, April 21.—A dispatch from 
Charlottenburg, sent at midnight, says: ‘ Tne 
Emperor's condition is again critical. He is 
able to sleep, but he is feverish and breathes 
heavily. The canula has sometimes to be cleared 
at intervals of three minutes.” 

The /zmes's Berlin correspondent says: ‘*The 
Emperor's strength is greatly reduced. He is 
unable to articulate, but has acquired the habit 
of making bimself understood in simple matters 
by movements of the lips.’’ The Times's corre 
spondent contirms the reports thas the Em-| 
peror’s condition is worse to-night. 

Lonpon, April 20.—A dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph Company from Berlin says 
that an external ulcer has developed on the 
neck of the Emperor. Two external abscesses 
are clearly visible. 

A dispatch sent from Bertin this afternoon 
says thatthe Emperor’s fever is further dimin- 
ished and his general condition more satisfac- 
tory. Dr. Mackenzie considera that the Em- 
peror is suffering from a mild attack of pyemia. 
Yesterday he insertea an aluminum tube, it be- 
ing lighter than the silver one which the Em- 
peror was using. 

BERLIN, April 20.—The following bulletin 
was issued at 9 o’clock this mourning: “The 
Emperor passed a good night. His fever has de- 
creased and his respiration is, on the whole, 
‘good. His general condition is improved.” 

7:45 P. M.—The discharge of pus from the 
throat, which has continued at intervale sinee 
yesterday, has greatly relieved the Emperor. 
The respiration is falling and the feveris de- 


ereasing. ‘The temperature is not yet normal. 
The Smpress expressed herself to-day as more 
hopetul, thongh the doctour’s deprecate a san- 
guine view of the Emperor's condition, If the 
fever disappears the doctors will permit his 
Majesty to take a drive to-morrow. Since the 
insertion of the aluminum tube the Ernperor has 
\xperieuced yvreater ease. It is semi-ofticially 
lenied that opiates have been used to induce 
sleep, aud tbat cdema of the feet has supervened. 
Tue Emperor was able to-day to receive Gen 
vou Winterfeld and Count von Seckendort, 

An imperial Gecree dated April 19 has been 
issue, granting amnesty to all soldiers and 
suilors seuteneed for civil offeuses, resistance to 
Ofticers of the law or violatiun of public order; 
soldiers and sailors sentenced by court-martial 
to terms of imprisonment not exceeding six 
weeks or tv pay a fing of 150 marks; those un- 
Gergving disciplinary punishment and non- 
commissioned officers and privates in the army 
and pett: naval officers and seamen guilty of 
’Tuaney or of simple desertion for the first time. 
Jt is hoped that pardon will be extended to de- 
ayrters returning within six months. 

The reassuring effect of to-day’s news was 
Plainly shown in the comparative cessation of 

he commotion and excitement that in recent 
days have been witnessed in the vicinity of the 
Charlottenburg Palace. Ouly membera of the 
linperial family visited the palace. ‘The gather- 
ing of the public outside the palacodid not num- 
ber more than 200 at any ons time. 

The Crown Priuce and Crown Princess re- 
turned to Berlin this evening. Emperor 
Frederick was anxious to rise to-day, but the 
ductors forbade his doing sv, because he was 
still feverish. He worked propped up in bed. 
Although he continues to improve, his tempera- 
ture has fallen only one-tenthofa degree, Celsius, 
in 24 bours. The doctors, therefora, advise 
nim to exercise great caution. There are no 
syumptems of pyrmia Much credit is accorded 
to Di. Mackenzie for the cure and skill shown 
oy him. Several papers which have hitherto 
attacked him have not changed their tone. 

The Heichsanzeiger published a builetin at 9 P. 
M. saying that the Emperor had had a satiafac- 
tory day, bat that toward evening the fever in- 
creased and the patient's breathing became less 
easy. 

Tne last 24 houra have revealed the extra- 
ordinary strength of the Emperor's constitu- 
tian. The patient has made such progress that 
hopes for bis recopery are entertuined if no un- 
favorable symptoms develop. The doctors are 
reserved, but they admit that he has im- 
proved in @& manner which they had 
not dared to hope for. The canula 
needs frequent clensing. When the 
passages ace clogged relief is obtained only 
after a violent fit of cougubing. The Emperor's 
temperature is now tested in the mouth instead 
of undertke arm. To-day be ate some solid 
food. Thereis uo foundation for the rumors 
that cancer bas been discovered or that new ab- 
scesses are forming. 


Lonpon, Aprii 21.—The Post’s Berlin cor- 
respondent saya: ** The truth is now becoming 
Known regarding the rumor of the betrothal of 
tie ri:hcess Victoria to Prince Alexander of 
Battenberg. The story was invented by the 
Court party in conjunction with some members 
of the imperial household in order to 
prevent Prince Alexander from coming to 

erlin to re-enter the army, and also in order to 
excite popular feeling against the Empress. 
There Was no question of a betrothal, Prince 
Alexander situply wisbed to visit Kerlin, and it 
was the inteution of the Emperor to 
coufer some wilitary bover upon him, 
to which Prince Bismarek onjected. 
The increase of the Emperor’s temperature is 
due to the periodical retention of pus. It 1s be- 
lieved that the disease in the Jarynx is dormant 
The Emperor’s power of swallowing is perfect. 
The doctors advise him to remain in bed sume 
days and to refrain from work and excitement. 
Dr. Mackenzie, in consequence of misappreben- 
sions, did notinvite Dr. Bergmann tv change 
the canula to-day.” 


FLORENCE, April 20.—According to the 
final arrangements Queen Victoria will leave 
Florence ut 9 o'clock on Sunday morning and 
will reach Berlin at 9 o’clock Tuesday morning. 


RIOTING IN PARIS. 

A MOB OF STUDENTS COME IN COL- 
LISION WITH BOULANGER’S FRIENDS. 
Paris, April 20.--This evening about 

1,5C0 students assembled in the Latin quarter 

and marched to the Hotel du Louvre shouting, 

**-Down with Boulanger!” * Down with the Dic- 

tator!” && They came into collision with a 

crowd of Boulangists and were driven! into the 

boulevards in disorder. Reassembling they at- 
tacked the Boulangisc newspaper offices. The 

Boulangerist party, following, attacked the stu- 

denis with loaded sticks, and many were 

wounded. Finally the police separated the 
combatants and arrested uw large number of 
ywem. 

The majority of the Paris papers consider the 
ptes tuken in the Chamber of Deputies yes- 
terday to be contradictory, as, after express- 
ing confidence in the Cabinet, the Chamber 
Zeclared in fuvor of an immediate revision 
of the Constitution, uoiwithstanding the 
fact that M. Floquet, President of the Counoil 
and Minister of the Interior, bad asked it to 
postpone the consideration of the question. 

The Boulaogist manifestations were continued 
until a late bour last night, especially outside of 
the office of the Cocarde, the Boulangist news- 
paper. Some arrests were made, but the per- 
sous taken into custody were subsequently re- 
leased. 

The Senate to-day discussed the army Dills. 
M. Simon opposed the reduction of the term of 
service to three years, and protested aguinst the 
provision compelling theological students to 
serve. ‘The debate wads adjeurned. 

The Ministers will not be present in the Cham- 
ber. of Deputies to-morrow during the appoint- 
ing of a Commiitee ou the Revisicn of the Con- 
stitution. After the nomination of the commit- 
tee Preinier Floquet will state the views of the 
Government. 

Over 20 Deputies, including MM. Andrieux, 
Grapst, and Turquet, have juiued the National 
Protest Committec in favor of the programwe 
of Boulanger.

He was conveyed to the hospital at his own de- 
sire. He is paralyzed on ene side. 


WIESBADEN, April 20.—The condition of 
Mr, Pendleton has considerably improved since 
his admission to the hospital. The ,paralysis of 
his side is pronounced to be slight. A complete 
recovery is expected. 

Mr. Pendleton’s son, Francis, received a dis- 
patch on Thursday announcing his father’s ill- 
nese, but assuring him that there was no reason 
to fear wu fatal termination. Yesterday another 
dispatch came from Berlin saying that the phy- 
sicians repor ted that Mr. Pendleton was not 
dangerously ill and that he had roused anft- 
ciently to indicate the character of dispatches 
to be sent to Berlin. Mr. Pendleton said yester- 
day that he felt creat anxiety concerning his 
father’s condition, rather from the nature of the 
attack than from anything be had learned by 
cable. It is the firstattack, Minister Pendle- 
ton enjoyed better health during the Winter 
than for a long time previously. 


THE TALK OF LONDON. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S POLITICAL PLANS— 
GLADSTONE AND MORLEY SPEAK. 

Lonpon, April 20.—At a Liberal meeting 
at Rossendale this evening a letter was read 
from Mr. Gladstone apologizing for his inability 
to attend, and saying: “The 70 dissidents led 
by Lord Hartington have done more for the 
cause of coercion and misgovernment in Jreland 
than 70 Tories could or would have done. The 
upshot is that the Government denies to Ireland 
even the gift of local government in the 
narrowest sense until [rishmen abandon} their 
national aspirations, which even Lord Carnar- 
von, a Tory, declared himself persuaded to rai- 


isfy to areasouable extent. But in one impor- 
tant particular I desire to imitate Lord MHar- 
tington, namely, in abstaining from any act 
needlessly tending to infuse personal bilterness 
in an already painful struggle. I sheula feel 
myself open to reproach it I entered personally 
into a conflict With one whom I have knuwn anid 
respected so long. I therefore excuse myself.” 

Mr. John Morley said tbat Rossendale was 
more responsible than any other constituency 
for the harsh application of a harsh law 1n Ire- 
land. Its opponents said the Liberal Party was 
dead,Jbut its ghost seewed very restless. It 
suited Mr. Chamberiain to sail under a 
new flag, but he (Morley) failed to see why the 
old Liberal ship should be broken up for fire- 
wood. The fact was that all the talk aboutthe 
breaking up of the party was moonshine, and 
their opponents knew it. The Local Govern- 
ment bill, he said, had caused adecp divergence 
in the so-called Unionist confederacy. 

It is reported that Mr. Chamberlain has de- 
cided permanently to. sever relatious with the 
Liberal Party, und thac he will soun accept a 
place in the Cabinet. 

ln the House of Commons to-night the Local 
Governinent bill passed its second reading 
without a division. 

The appealot Mr. Gilhooly, member of Par- 
llament, who was sentenced to two montha’ iin- 

risonment for offenses under the Crimes act, 

as resulted in his term of imprisonment being 
re‘luced to two weeks. The sentence of Mr. 
Cox, memberof Parliament, has been reduced 
from four months to three months, 

At Madore preparations were imade to give a 
reception to Mr. Gilhvoly. Priests, members of 
the municipal body, and alarge number of Na- 
tional Leayzuers engaged vebicies, and, headed 
by a band of wusic, went tomeet him at the 
station. The police stopped the processivnu and 
a fizht ensued. the police using their batons. 

Four hundred ejectment decrees hare been 
issued by the Galway Quarter Sessions. 

Mr. Gillig arrived at Queenstown this evening 
on board the steamer Etruria, from New-York. 
He had been confined to his room since bis de- 
parture from New-York and he looked nervous 
and emaciated. He eaid that a syndicate of 
Alnericans bad made overtures to re-esiablish 
the American Exchange and toassume its liabil- 
ities, but the matter had not Seen decided yet. 

Five of the persons who were injured by the 
explosion in the St. Helen colliery, Workington, 
last evening, have since died. 

The British steamer Kennett, from London 
for Montevideo, has been wrecked on one of the 
Canary Islands. No lives were lost. It is re- 
ported that her cargo was saved. 

Advices from the Philippine Islands say that 
the town of San Fernanduo, in the Province of 
Pampanga, has been partly burned. The dam- 
age is placed at $1,000,000. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Bernk, April 20.—The Bundesrath has 
decided to create a special Secretary of Justice 
and Policc, whose duty it will be to watch 
strangers who are suspected of being Anarch- 
ists. 

BERLIN, April 20.—Labor strikes are 
spreading in Germany. The Labor Central 
Con mittee has requested workmen to stay away 
from the districts affected by the strikes. 

The Cologne Gazelle says that large quantities 
of Russian securities, iucluding 6,000,009 ru- 


bles of the first Oriental loan, are arriving in 
Berlin, and thatit is presumed they are to be 
used in realiziug funds with which to pay the 
Rusgian coupous next due in consequence of the 
failure of the loan negotiations. 


ALEXANDRIA, April 20.—The Egyptian 
cotton plants are in a very advanced and 
healthy condition owing to an unusually hot 
March. In Lower Igypt 15 per cent, and in 
Upper Egypt 60 per cent., wore land is under 
cotton cultivation than in 1887. Large dis- 
tricts have been sown with mitutifi seed, which 
yields 50 per cent. more than the ushmoeunt, 
With a fairly good season a very large crop is 
expected. 


Vienna, April 20.—During the discussion 
on tbe Secret Service fund in the Reichsrath to- 
day the Opposition declared that they would 
vote against it. Count von Taufe, the Prime 
Minister, replied that be did not regard the 
matter as a question of contidence. The grant 
was neyatiyed by the Chamber by a vote uf 128 
to 116. Thereupon a Conservative Deputy de- 
clared that the result must be a mistake in 
counting, and claimed that auother vote shouid 
betaken. The President refused again to put the 
question to a vote.

ALL OBSTACLES REMOVED 


THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL 
AGAIN TAKEN UP. 
TWO OTHER APPROPRIATION’ BILLS 
FIRST PASSED—PROPOSED CHANGES 
IN CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 

WASHINGTON, April 20. — Chairman 
Blanchard of the House River and Harbor Com- 
mittee is in high feather to-night, for the set- 
back that was given tothe big River and Har- 
bor bill on Monday kas been overcome, and 
the measure is now before the House. It con- 
tains a host of items forevery Statein the Union, 
aud its attractiveness to the average Congress- 
man is very powerful, The decision of the 
Ways and Means Committee to postpone fur- 
ther tariff dedate until Tuesday made it 
easy for friends of the River and 
Harhor bill to rally around Mr. Blanch- 
ard, for they felt that they could now 
take up the bill without getting in the way of 
the tariff measure. It was a private bill day in 
the regular order of the House proceedings, but 
a large majority supported Mr. Blanchard’s 
motion to go into Committee of the Whole on 
appropriation bills, thus pushing the private 
calendar aside. The Indian appropriation bill, 
which was nearly finished yesterday, was quick- 
ly disposed of. The next appropriation measure 
on the calendar was the pension bill, and 
it was known that not much time would be 
oecupied in its consideration. It was taken up 
and passed. The Consular and Diplomatic bill 
was next on the list, but the Foreign Affairs 
Committee asked to have it iaid aside because 
Chairman Belmont was absent, and thus another 
obstacle to the River and Harbor bill was re- 
moved. The Diplomatic bill was followed on 
the ealendar by the District of Columbia bill, 
aud Mr. Blanchard moved to lay this aside, the 
River and Harbor bill coming next. Mr. Sow- 


den of Pennsylvania, tried hard to provent this, 
but Mr. Blancbard was sustained by a vote of 
156 to 9, and the River and Harbor bill was 
finally laid before the House. Nearly two hours 
were saved by agreeing to skip the first formal 
reading of the weasure, and as much more was 
guined by general consent that general debate 
be ruled ont. The discussion of the bill by items 
was therefore entered upon at once, and geod 
progress was wude before the vight session for 
Private pension bills threw the measure over 
until to-morrow. As many of the New-York 
City members were absent on account of the 
funeralot Mr. Conkling, all items in the bill 
affecting the waters adjacent to New-York were 
passed over to be taken up later. 


Ata recent meeting of the Civil Service Com- 
mission it was decided that all registers of per- 
sons eligible for appointment to office should be 


kept in the custody of the commission instead 
of remaiuing with the Various local examining 
boards. A rule to that effect was adopted by 
the votes of Messrs. Lyman and Oberly, and it is 
understood that Commissioner Edgerton’s objec- 
tions to it were spread upon the reourds at his 
request. The newrulo is designed more fully 
to carry out the non-partisan feature 
of the civil service law by largely re- 
dueing the chances the appoipting officer 
way have of knowing the political opinions of 
persons certified us eligible for appuintyoent. 
The registers already received by the commis- 
sion show that some of the local examining 
boards are not as weil posted us they should be 
upon the requirements of the civil service rules 
and regulations, and mistakes, which the Com- 
missiunors believe to Lave been innocently 
made, Lave made it pussible for favoritism to be 
shown in making appoiutments. These errors 
will not be repeated, as all certifications 
from the eligible registers will hereafter 
be made by the commission. Mr. Oberly 
believes thera is room for still further 
improvement in this direction. “It is my upin- 
iou,’ Mr. Overly said to-day, “that the next 
move should be to require candidates for ap- 
pointments in Custom Houses or Post Offices to 
apply to the commis-jion for bianks and all in- 
formation preliminary to examination. Ido not 
say tbat there is- politiead partiality shown by 
any of the Federal officers In the Administration 
of the civil service laws, but it is certain that 
during a Republican Admunistration tbe ap- 
polntees are as a ruie Republicans and under 
Democratic sway, they are Democrats, This is 
due, [ think, lo the tact that mewbers of 
the party not in power feel that their chance 
of appointment would be very slight no matter 
how high their average. If, however, the com- 
mission takes in charges these local examina- 
tions and hus a representative to attend to each 
of them, politics will certainly not, enter into 
the test aud confidence in the fairness of the 
trial will be felt by all the candidates. The ap- 
pointing power wouid have no means of learn- 
lng what pames would be sent in, and the ex- 
amlping board would be protected against mis- 
takes in making tue average.”

It was known 
to have an ugly disposition, aud two wonths ago 
it bitaboy. Last night, as Mr. Cowell’ went to 
chain the dog up 1t pounced upon him and 
caught bim by the throat, forcing him to the 


ground. Mr. Cowell broke the hold of the dog, 
but the brute caught his right arm, crushing the 
bone and badly lacerating the flesb. Mrs. Cow- 
ell, hearing her husband ery for help, cawe to 
Lhe rescue and struck the brute a heavy blow on 
the head with a large club. The dog then sprang 
tor her, catching Ler skirts, but she wanaged to 
escape to a woudshed. In the meautime Mr. 
Cowell crawled into the house. 

At this time Williaw Buwiby passed on horse- 
back and the dug gave chase, several times 
springing for Mr. Bowlby and once catching 
him by the foot and badly tearing it. The dug 
then returned, bitiug cattle on the way. He 
wus met by Mr. Clifturd, who had seen the strug- 
gle and had come to the rescue with a shotgun. 
The dog sprang for him, but was shot dead, Mr. 
Clifford firing both barrels at him. The physt- 
cians pronounce the injuries of Mr. Cowell to be 
very serious, 


SEVERAL STORES BURNED. 

Evcmira, N. Y., April 20.—Addison was 
badly scorched this afternoon, a hotel and sev- 
eral stores havipg been destroyed. The flames 
started in the sample room of the Addison 
House, and in a short space of time the building 
was enveloped. in flames.

SUING FOR MUCH MONEY. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE ESTATE OF BEN- 
JAMIN B. HOTCHKISS. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 20.—Papers in 
the heaviest lawsuit ever brought here, damages 
being laid at nearly $1,300,000, were plaeed on 
record to-day. Charles A. Hotchkiss and Anna 
M., his wife, seek to obtain what they claim to 
be their rightful share of the estate of Benjamin 
B. Hotchkiss, orother of Charles A., who died in 
Paris in December, 1885, leaving an estate 
alleged to be, worth $12,000,000. The defend- 
ants are Frederick A. Hotchkiss of Sharon, 
Conn., and Dwight Hotchkiss, Hugh 


A. McKelvy, and Dotha A. McKelvy of 
this city, the latter being the — sister 
and the first named the brother of 
Benjamin Hotchkiss. H. A. McKelvy ia the sis- 
ter’s husband, Benjamin Hotchkiss, whose 
estate is being fought over, was & poor man lesa 
than 20 years ago, and accumulated his vast fort- 
une mainly through the invention of the ma- 
chine gun which bears his name. He also in- 
vented # magazine rifle for infautry service and 
Various kinds of Improved amuiuunition. His 
father made a big fortune by a patent shell 
adopted by the United States duriug the civil 
War. 

The plaintiffs set forth in their declaration 
thatin May, 1887, the defendants entered intoa 
written contract to pay over to Anna M. Hotch- 
kiss ove-quarter of what they should receive 
from the estate of Benjamin Hotchkiss. It is 
said that the reason why the natural share 
of Charles <A. Hotchkiss sbould be thus 
transferred to his wife instead of to him- 
self was to save itfrom the claims of old credit- 
ors Whom Hotchkiss oweil by reason of the.fail- 
ure years ago of his iarge wanufacturing busi- 
ness. The plaintiffs claim that the defendants 
have failed to turn over one-quarter of their por- 
tious as agreed, or, indeed, any portion of them. 
The papers further recile that the interest of 
the deceased Hotchkiss in the cannon and am- 
munition manufactory he established in Paris 
was $8,000,000, the profits during the year 1886 
having been $995,00U. Hotchkiss had as part- 
ners Aifred Koerner and Jacques Crenze de la 
Touche, and to these parties, it is alleged, de- 
fendants, after signing the avreemeut with 
Anua M. Hotcukiss, transferred without consid- 
eration 15 percent. of the whole property and 
enough of the protits to make a total of $1,500,- 
OvO. Subsequently the defendants sold all their 
remaining interest to Bropson Wiilett of Lon- 
don for $1,600,000, all of which they retaéned. 

The writ ulsoalleges that the Benjamin Hotch- 
kiss estate comprised sundry United States 
patents worth $410,000, 610 shares iu the Dry 
Dock, East Broadway and Battery Horse Rail- 
road Company, worth $91,000, and shares in the 
Congress and Empire Spring Company worth 
$113,000, and various railroad and other securi- 
lies, amounting altogether to neurly $1,400,000. 
A ove-quarter part of all this the plaintiffs 
Claim, avd in addition demand $150,000 as 
their share of the profits from the Paris factory. 
Benjawin Hotchkiss died childless and intes- 
tate. After his death a woman in Paris claimed 


a share in the estate on the ground that his re- 
latious with her made her bis lawful wile, but 
the heirs bought her off by paying a large sum.

FACTS OF THE WHISKY TRUSTY 

Kansas City, Mo., April 20.— Arnold 
Becker, general Western agent for Freiberg 
& Workum, a large Cincinnati distilling firm, 
is in the city. Speaking of the interesting issue 
which just now exists between the Distillers 
and Cattle Feeders’ Whisky Trust Company and 
distillers outside the trust, Mr. Becker said: 
“The trust, which controls all distilleries west 
of tne Ohio River, is a monster enterprise, with 
$50,000,000 capital and headquarters at Peoria, 
lll It was formed 12 months ago, and Peoria 


was selected as the centre of action because 
the tributary country is most productive of 
corn and coal, both necessary for exten- 
sive distilling. The institution came into 
existence, becuuse it was felt that $1 05 a gal- 
lon for highwines, another naine for crude or 
unrectified spirits, did not cover the cost of man- 
ufacture. Every pressure was brought to bear 
upon distillers to enter. Three kinds of con- 
tracts were submitted. Under one, where the 
distillery could not as profitably manufacture as 
could be done at Peoria, an estimate was made 
of the’ profit on the number of gations imauu- 
fuctured annually, and the amount was paid the 
distiller cach year to induce him to remain out 
0° business, the trust securing a lease ou the 
zPound, the building, aud its content. Another 
contract put forth that the trust should buy the 
building and the plant anc lease the ground on 
a tive years’ lease, with privilege of twenty-five 
years, subject to paying an increased Valuation 
on the rezl estate. 

** In this case the distiller is given certificates 
in the trust for duubie the value of the property, 
and to thatextentisa member. The third con- 
tract states that a distillery which distills daily, 
say. 5,000 bushels -of corn, which gives about 
22,500 gallons of spirits, shali manuracture 25 
ver ceut. of that amount and pay to the trust 
4vcents for every gallon wanufactured above 
one-fourth the capacity of the distillery. This 
contract at present obtains in Chicayo, Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis, Kansas: City, Omuhba, because 
from these points the tributary trade can be 
supplied with spirits wannufactured == at 
each place cheaper, because of tbe freight 
and other conditions, than if manufactured 
at Peoria. Freiberg & Workum went in on 
these conditions two months ugo on the under- 
standing that H. H. Schufeldt «& Co. of Chicago, 
an immensely wealthy firm, would also yo in. 
Schufeldt promised that the tir should become 
@ inember, ana on the strength of that promise 
the priceof highwines was at once advanced 
from $1 05 to $1 09a gallon. Schufeldt rewained 
out and made his price a fraction less and the 
trustis now inadilemma. It will likely reduce 
the price to $1 03 or below to compel Messrs. 
Schufeldtand any otber outsiders who cannot 
afford to manutacture for that price to ceme In. 
The corporation is desirous of having Scbuteldt, 
but be demands terms which shall apply only to 
bimfelf. The turn things will take is un- 
doubtedly a matter of interest. My tirm entered 
the corporation under pressure and through 
courtesy to the Cincinuati trade.”

DECEIVED IN OPEN COURT 


MR. MARSH IN THE HANDS 
OF A CLEVER OONJURER, 
MME. DISS DEBAR OBSERVES A RIVAL’S 
WORK—WHAT SHE CONFESSED TO 

INSPECTOR BYRNES—HER TRIAL. 

There were interesting scenes in the 
Court of Special Sessions, at the Tombs, yes- 
terday at the trial of Ann O’Delia Diss Debar, 
who is charged with being the principal in acon- 
spiracy to cefraud Luther R. Marsh, the lawyer. 
It was the second day of the examination, and, 
as on the first day, the court room was crowded 
in every part, a large proportion of the people 
being avowed Spiritualists. Inside the railing 
Sutascore or more of distinguished lawyers, 
who bad been attracted by the extraordinary 
issues in the case, A duplicationof twoof Mme. 
Diss Debar's ** Spiritualistic manifestations,” by 
Carl Hertz, a prestidigitateur, known as tke 
“ King of Cards,” and the appearance on the 
stand of Mr. Marsh attracted great attention. 
It was a novel thing to see the alleged victim of 
a conspiracy, the intent of which was to defraud 
him of his wealth, endeavoring by his testimony 
to shield those who had been arraigned at the 
bar of justice for that very offense. 

At 2 o’clock Mme. Diss Debar entered tho 
court room, and, with stately tread and defiant 
mien, noved through the wide passageway that 
it was necessary to open in thecrowd for her. 
Her face was somewhat flushed when she came 
in, in strong contrast with the. chalky paleness 
of hercountenance on the first day. She was 
given a seat near her counsel, John D. Town- 
send and ex-Senator J. G. Boyd. She was fol- 
lowed shortly by the other prisoners, who took 
seats by her side. *‘General’’ Diss Debar seemed 
considerably cast down, and kept hishead bowed 
upon his breast during the greater part of the 
earlier proceedings, though he evinced great 
eagerness during Mr. Hertz’s performances. 
The Lawrences, father and son, seemed more 
cheerful than usual, the cause for which be 
came manifest later on. On the bench with 


Justice Kilbreth sat Judges Smith and Ford. 

Mr. Howe, who sat at the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney’s desk by the side of his sprightly little 
sah ner, Mr. Hummel, opened the proceedings 

y calling the attention of the court to the fact 
that prior to adjournment on the previous day 
of the examination it had been agreed that au 
alleged spirit painting in Mr. Marsh’s house, 
which had been descrived by the witness Ran- 
dolph as one which Mr. Marsh had told him was 
of his father-in-law, should be produced in 
court, aud he asked that it be pro.tuced, 

Mr. Townsend did not so understand the mat- 
ter. His impression was that the cuurt bad de- 
cided, if the picture should be put in evidence, 
tv make anu order for its production. 

Justice Kilbreth said that his understanding 
was that the picture would be brought into 
court without an order. Now, he said, he would 
issue av order for it, and asked where it was. 

Mime. Diss Debar volunteered the information 
that it was locked up in Mr. Marsh’s bouse. She 
Spoke rather snappishly, and put particular em- 
phasis upon the words * Mr. Marsh's kouse,” 
asiftocall attention to the fact that she hud 
relinquished that valuable piece of property. 

Inspector Byrnes was called and, in response 
to Mr. Howe's questioning, said thaton the night 
of the arrest, us Mive. Diss Debar wus a large 
woman and the plankin ber cell upon which 
she would have had to sleep was only 14 inches 
wide, be allowed ber to sleep"Tn a room which 
was guarded by inspectors. Mme. Diss Debar 
here told him that the mau Salomon, who said 
that he was ber brother, was uot her brother. 
She declared that he was a vile wretcn 
who bad come to her to borrow money. After- 
ward she adinitted to the Inspector that Salomon 
was her brother, but she asserted that he would 
not dare to gv on the stand against her, as she 
knew and would tell something about bim that 
would blast him forever if hedid. She admitted 
that Randolph was her agent, and wanted to 
know if he could go on the stand against ber 
after having been under contract with her as 
her axent in the Marsh tecture und exhibition 
business. She was told that he could, and 
she then ‘asked the Inspector tu recommend 
sume goud lawyer to take clargeof her case. 
Mr. Byrnes refused to do this, but said that he 
would be glad to send for any lawyer she mizht 
nawe. She asked if Mr. Fullerton was » good 
lawyer, and was told that he was. Then she 
wauted to knowif Mr. Townsend was a good 
oue, and the luspector informed her that he also 
was goud. She asked if Mr. Townsend was a 
younger man than Mr. Fullerton, and being toid 
that he was, decided to call Mr. Townsend. 

Here Mr. Howe called attention to the blushes 
ou the face of the leading counsel for the de- 
fense. 

Mime. Diss Debar had told him, Inspector 
Byrnes continued, that all this trouble was 
cuused by the fact that Mr. Marsh had viven ber 
his house. He asked her why she did vot get 
money from Mr. Marsh instead of real property, 
and she replied that she bad tried to do so, but 
that Mr. Marsh was very mean and close with 
cash. ‘Tbe last time she went to him for money 
he bad refused it aud, instead, had offered ber a 
deed of his property in Newport. This she re- 
fused to accept, fearing it would get her into 
wore trouble. ‘his offer of a deed was subse- 
quent to the expusure by the newspapers of 
what was going on in Mr. Marsh’s house, 

When Mr. Hummel cajled **Mr. Hertz!” 
everybody in the room looked surprised, as 10 
one of thatname had been wentioned at any 
time in connection wh the cause. A smail, 
wiry young wan, with thin brown bair, sharp 
gray eyes, and asmall blonde mustache, stepped 
quickly forward. He was over 30 years of age, 
probabiy, and evidently of a nervous tempera- 
ment. Beiug questioned by Mr. Humiuel, he 
stated that he was living at the Hungaria Hotel, 
in Union-square; that he was an illusionist, 
wesmerist, and conjurer by profession, and that 
he had foliowed that business for 10 years. 

“Are you a spiritualist?” asked Mr. Hummel. 

“No, Sir,” was the emphatic reply. 

“Do you Know anythingabout SpirRualism 3” 
queried the lawyer. 

* Well,” said Mr. Hertz, 
a little something about it.” 

“Do you know anything about a trick by 
which a communication 1s alleged to be pro- 
duced from some one in the spirit world?” Mr. 
Hummelasked. ; 

* Yes, Sir,” replied the witness. 

“Ig 1t really a trick?” wus next asked. 

“Yes, Sir, atleast the one I perform is,” was 
the answer. 

“*Cun you illustrate it here, publicly?” 

** Yes, Sir.’’ 

Every neck was craned forward so that a 
glimpse wight be obtained of the man who 
openly declared bis ability to do 1u a crowded 
rvom, publicly, those things which the defend- 
ants alleged had been done only by spiritual 
power through the mediuiship of one of their 
number, the corpulent Mme. Diss Debar. The 
latter, at this time, bait become deadly pale, 
and she seemed breatblessly to awuit turther 
developments. She kept her eyes on the wit- 
ness as tbough she wouid transtix him with her 
giance. 

Mrs. Hertz, the wife of the witness, was 
called for, and a slightly-formed, light-haired 
little woman came forwarid. 

Mr. Hertz said that he would rather have 
some one else than bis wife to perform the trick 
with, as it would seem more remarkable, prob- 
ably, should ho do it with a stranger. 

No one else volunteering, Mr. Hertz made 
ready to proceed. He went to the Judge's pri- 
vate room for @ moment and returned with a 
scrap of plain white paper. 

‘“‘Mr. Marsh! Mr. Marsh! Is Mr. Marsh in 
the room?” cried Mr. Howe; and every one was 
sorry that the gentleman had not arrived to see 
how a sleight-of-hand performer could do tho 
miracies of the ex-High Priestess of the Madi- 
son-Avenue Temple of the Spirits. : 

The little piece of paper was handed to the 
lawyers and to the Judge, all of whom examined 
it and were satisfied that it contained no writ- 
ing. Then the magician panded it to his wife, 
telling herto fold it three times. She did so, 
and he then took it from her, apparently placed 
the paper in her other hand. aud put her hand 
against her forehead. After making a few 
passes over her head with his hands Mr. Hertz 
requested bis wife to pass the paper to the 
Judge. She did so, and upon it were the words

A murmur ran through the audience, but a 
deep silence ensued when Mr. Townsend arose 
and asked whether Mr. Hertz could perform the 
trick with any one present. 

Mr. Hertz suid it made no difference to him 
who his subject was. 

Theo,” said Mr. Townsend, “ Mme. Diss De- 
bar would like to have you try it with her.’”’ 

“Allright,” said Mr, Hertz; “let her come 
up here.” 

Mwe. Diss Debar, now with a face as red as & 
peony, strode up to the elevated witness stand 
and Mr. Hertz went into the Judge’s room for 
another picee of paper. It was handed to the 
Judge when be returned and to the lawyers, 
who declared it to be free from writing. Theo 
it was passed to Mine, Diss Debar, who at oues 
She handed one of the 
pieces to the magician saying, “Ll always mark 
mine; now let’s see you do the trick witn one of 
these pieces.” 

Mr. Hertz objected to this, saying that he had 
otfered to repeat the trick just as he Lud done it 
before. Teuring the paper made it impossible 
for him to do it. He would guarantey to do it 
every time with paper prepared by himself. 

Here Mr. Howe remarked, “Oh, she knows 
how to do it as well as Mr. Hertz does.” 

Mme, Diss Debar halt rouge from the big chair, 
Which ee filled from arm to arm, oxclaimiug: 


slowly, “I know

‘“‘Trest my honor upon its all being done by 
spiritual power when I do it!” 

“We don’t care for any discussion; please 
step down,” said Mr. Howe, sharply, and Mme. 
Diss Debar, whose face was crimson, returned 
to her seat. 

The trick was very simple when one understood 
it, but it looked very mysterious at first. Mr. 
Hertz bas two pieces of paper exactly alike, and 

uickiy substitutes one with writing upon it for 
the plaln one held by the subject. The trick 
was cleverly done, and no one who saw him do 
it — tell just when the change of paper was 
made. 

J. W. Randolph, who was on the stand when 
the court adjourued on Wednesday, was recalled 
and was cross-examined by Mr. Townsend. His 
evidence was largely a repetition of that given 
on the first day, and his testimony was not 
shaken. He denied that he had ever had any 
trouble with any theatrical companies that he 
had ever managed. He had now pending a suit 
for libel against a pewspaper for publishing a 
story that he had failed to pay ono of his com- 
panies. He had paid the members of it in full, 
he said, aud this he could prove. He had been 
arrested but once in his life, and that was for 
contempt of court. He gave a list of theatrical 
concerns that he had managed during the last 10 
years, and repeated his conversations with Mme. 
Diss Debar in connection with his contract with 
ber as her mavayger for a tour of picture exhibi- 
tions and lectures. He krew, he said, that Mr. 
Marsh was being swindled when he made the 
contract with Mme. Diss Debar as her manager. 
His intention was to “work her’ for one Suuday 
night tecture in New-York, which ought, he 
thought, to bring him $500 or $600, and then 
expose herto Mr. Marsh. 

A letter written by Randolph to Mme. Diss 
Debar prior to the rupture of their relations, 
in which ne spoke of his high regard for her, 
was putinevidence. Randolph explained that 
the “high regard” expression was used us one 
of the means of * working” the woman. 

“Then you didn’t have a high regard for her?” 
queried Mr. Townsend. 

** No, Sir, I did uot,” was the reply, 

*© You lied, then ?”’ 

«Yee, Sir.” 

“How mary other lies have you told that we 
have not yet discovered?” asked Mr. Townsend. 

i That,” said the witness, ‘‘is for you to find 
out.” 

On the redirect examination Randolph stated 
to Mr. Howe thatin regard to the one Sunday 
night lecture referred to he had no ideaof 
swindling Mr. Marsh. 4is only scheme was to 
take advantage of the sensational advertising 
that Mme. Diss Debar had received, so as to 
enable him to make a few hundred dollars out 
of the box ottice receipts. 

Mr. Marsh entered the court room just at this 
time, forcing his way through the crowd, and 
was given a chair near the side railing at sowe 
distance from the ex-Fligh Priestessof the Tem- 
ple. Mr. Marsh seemed to be in excellent 
spirits and he listened attentively toall that 
Went on. 

Randolph was asked why he had visited Mr. 
Marsh’s house within the last few days. He ap- 
peared somewhat confused at this, but admitted 
having called at the house, though he * couldn’t 
just remember” what he called for. Sume one 
bad sent him, but for what purpose he **couldn’t 
think.” He was excused. 

“Luther R. Marsh!” called Mr. Howe. Mr. 
Marsh did not kiss the Bible, but raised his 
right hand and attirmed. Then he sat in his 
chair, running bis flagers through his long, curly 
gray hair and looking out over the crowd with 
an amused expression upon nis kiod old face. 
Mr. Howe lowered bis voice as he addressed the 
witness, saying, ‘Mr. Marsh, [ know that yon 
are ap eminent lawyer of greater experience and 
more ability than [am possessed of, and—”’ 

The witness interrupted to say: “Ot greater 
experience, perhaps, but not of more ability. 
Do not miud me.” 

In reply to tbe usual questions, Mr. Marsh 
sald that be was “ta reformed lawyer,” living at 
166 Madison-avenue. “Gen.” and Mme. Diss 
Debar cawe to his house in August or Septem- 
berof last year. The Lawrences were never 
regular inmates of his house, 80 far as he knew. 
They never slept in his house to bis knowledge. 
He understood that they were there learning 
how to wanipulate Mme. Diss Debar’s magic 
laptern. 

Mr. Marsh then told at length the manner in 
Which he bad received communications from 
the spirits through Mme. Diss Debar’'s medium- 
ship, and also the manner in which pictures 
were produced, his testimony ou this point be- 
ing substanually as has already been printed 
from time to ume in THE Times. He offered iu 
evidence threo of the tablets, containing com- 
munications from St. Anthony, St. Peter, and 
St. Paul, and a piece of glass from the Padua 
cathedral upon which the spirits bad painted a 
pictaré. The giass, he admitted had been miss- 
ing from his study for two weeks, and when it 
reappeared it had the picture upon it. It dis- 
appeared when be had placed itin a pad held 
by himself aud Mme. Diss Debar, and it reap- 
peared in another pad beld in the same mauner. 

A short cowmunication from 8t. Paul was 
read by Mr. Howe tothe court, and Mr. Marsh 
read a very long one from St. Peter. It required 
1512 minutes to read this latter communication, 
and Mr. Marsl said that it had come in the 
tublet within two minutes. Judge Cross and 
Luther Colby were in his study when it came. 
He knew that the taviect was Dlank before be 
and Mme. Diss Debar held 1t together in their 
hands. 

Mr. Howe asked Mr. Marsh if he realiv be- 
lieved the communication was from St. Peter 
the Apostie, and Mr. Marsh replied that he 
knew it was. 

“Then you still believe in it!” exclaimed Mr. 
Howe. 

“IT do,” was the firm reply, and the Spiritual- 
istic element applauded vigorously, wlile Mme. 
Diss Debar and Mr. Marsh both seemed pleased 
with this demonstration which the court, how- 
ever, stopped summarily. 

Mr. Marsh described how several of the pict- 
ures cawe to him ou the heads of his friends and 
eveu in a room where there Was no one. He had 
had commupications from Adelaide Neilson in 
regard to pictures, and she gave him one o? 
himself, claimed to have been paiuted by Rew- 
brandt, for a Christmas present. 

Being questioned about the room in which 
“Gen.” Diss Debar is alleged to have done the 
paintiug of the alleged, spirit pictures, Mr. 
Marsh said that he had never seeu any painting 
done there. 

‘IT presume not!” ojaculated Mr. Howe sug- 
gestively. 

Mr. Howe asked Mr. Marsh if he wasina sort 
of trance or half sleepy condition when the 
pictures and communications were produced, 
and reeeived this reply: * No, Sir, I was wide 
awake and in full possession of every sense.’’ 

Theu Mr. Marsh tvld how the pictures of 
Claudius and Appius Claudius came to him, ana 
he volunteered. to bave a number of the 
pictures brought into court, including that of 
himself, 

Mr. Howe made repeated efforts to have Mr. 
Mareb assert that be knew his own portrait to 
have been patuted by Rembrandt; but Mr. 
Marsh would persist in saying, ‘claimed to 
bave been” painted by Remvranit 

Mr. Hertz ayvain appeared en the witness 
stand by the side of Mr. Marsh, and Mr. Hum- 
me: took the wayician in hand, asking if he 
could, by a trick, produce writing within a 
tablet held by himself and Mr, Marsh. He said 
that he could and would. 

Mr. Marsh tovuk a pusition outside the bench 
and Hertz inside, beside Justice Kilbreth. 
Everybody rushed up to the beuch, lawyers and 
spectators included, everybody being eayer tu 
see how the trick was aone. Mme. Diss Lebar 
sat still and white. 

“Mark the tablet, Mr. Marsh,” shouted Mme. 
Diss Debar. 

The conditions were not favorable to tne per- 
formance of a sleight-of-haud trick. Mr. Marsh 
and Hertz were iess than two feet apart, and 
people crowded around so close that the magi- 
cian had scarcely rootn to move, yet he suc- 
ceeded completely in deceiving Mr. Marsh. He 
gavo Mr. Marsh a@ tablet containing 50 pages, 
which that gentleman examined to see that 
there was no writing in it. Being satistied that 
1t was perfectly biank he passed it bask to 
Hertz, who, with a movement like a flash of 
lightuing that notover balf a dozen persons in 
the crowd observed, substituted it for another. 
Then Hertz said calmly: “If you wish to teara 
corner off the cover of thé tablet so as to iden- 
tify it I have no objection,” and he passed Mr. 
Marsh the second tablet in which writing had 
been previously inscribed. 

Mr. Marsh, without hesitation, tore off the 
corner of the cover, showing that he was com- 
pletely tricked. 

Mr. Townsend had allowed the farce to go as 
far as he dared, however, eonsidering that the 
interests of his client were at stake and be loud- 
ly exclaimed: ‘*He changed tbe tablets, Mr. 
Marsh.” , 

Mr. Marsh looked incredulous as if he aoubt- 
ed that the change could have been made un- 
knowingly to him before his very eyes, und he 
asked the magician point blank if he had 
changed the tablets, 

Hertz’s hesitation toanswershowed Mr. Marsh 
that he had really been deceived. 

Mr. Marsh admitted to the court sadly that he 
had beev completely deceived by the wagician, 
os far as the trick went. 

This brought the proceedings up to 5 o’clock, 
the hour set for adjournment. Mr. Townsend 
again moved for the release of the Lawrences, 
and as the prosecution no longer objected they 
were paroled On their own recogpizances, chiefly 
asa result of Mr. Margh’s testimony concerning 
them. The court then adjourned until 2 o’vlock 
on Tuesday afternoon. . 

Mme. Diss Debar warmly congratulated the 
Lawrences upon tieir release and then she and 
her husband were taken back to their dungeon 
in the Tombs. ; j

MANY BOGUS SIGNATURES. 
THE BUNGLING PETITION AGAINST THY 
FISHERY TREATY. 


Boston, April 20.—The Gloucester Mas 
ter Mariner’s Association on April 13, made pub 
lic along series of resolutions condemning in 
unmeasured terms the proposed fishery treaty 
and calling upon Congress to put tbe stamp of 
disapprobation on it by refusing te adopt. The 
published pamphlet contained the names of 
every member of the association which naturally 
would add to the weight of the pretest. Lhe 


resolutions havs already beer sent to Washing: 
ton and, strangely enough, they were forwarded 
tu Senator Riddleberger. 

A little analysis of the signers shows some 
very interesting tacts. In the first place any 
whose names are appended were pot in the 
country when the resu.utivus were adopted. In 
one lustance one of the alleged siguers was 
not in the ceuptry when the resolutions 
were adupted, aud furthermore hus bot 
been in the country since the associa- 
tion was) organized. He sailed several 
days before the association was born and hig 
vessel bad not been reported since; conse- 
aueotiy he does not know that such an organt- 
zation exists. In several otber instances men 
are credited with being masters of vessels that 
have been for several moaths sailing under 
fureign fluge, having been sold in Nova Scotia 
and elsewhere. 

Another curious fact is revealed. : There ara 
the names of masters of yesse!ls that were 
wrecked several mouths ago, long berure these 
Tesolutions were thought of. Auother master’s 
hame is appended whose entire service as mas- 
ter was covered in the bringing of a swall 
schooner from Lynn to Marblehead, about 15 
miles, and that service was yerformed sev: 
eral months ago. Another name appears of a 
man who is not now either a muster or owuer ot 
any vessel, Was not at the time the resolutions 
were adopted, unds‘bad not been for many 
months. One of the most interesting features, 
however, js that the paperis apparently signed 
by a United States official, Capt. D. Edward 
Collins of the fishing schooner Grampus. 


CROPS IN THH NORTHWEST. 
SPRING WHEAT ACREAGE DIMINISHED 
AND OTHER CROPS INCREASED. 

Cuicaco, April 20.—Inquiries have been 
made by the Chicago Jimes through its corre 
spondents in the cereal-growing districts of Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, and Dakota about the state 
of the crops, and the reports clearly indicate tha 
crop outlook in the Northwest. The planting 
aud seeding have been delayed by the lateness 
of the season from two to three weeks, and vory 
important changes are taking place iu the area 
devoted to the various crops. Frum the reports 
itisshown that farmers in practically every 


section of the Northwest outside of the 
great Red River Vulley, whieh is cue 
Vast wheat field, are puying wore atten- 
tion to the raising of cCuarse grains andl 
less to wheat than usual. The effect of this wiil 
be to diminish ithe Spring wheat acreage and in- 
crease the area devoted to barley, fax, and oats, 
and in the southern latitudes tuo corn. Stock 
raising is also on the increase in the western or 
newer portions of Dakota. In the language cf o 
man thoroughly conversant with the facta: 
“Everythivg points to the most diversified 
crops that Wisconsin, Minvesota, and Daketa 
have ever produced, provided the lateness of 
the season dues not lnterfere with their deveicp- 
ment. 

“The cutting down in the area of Sprirg 
wheat may be an lwportant market fac.or in 
view of tne danger that threatens the Winter 
wheat crop of the Western and Middle Western 
States. ‘Ihe low prices farmers have been 
forced to accept for their wheat for the past few 
Years is having the effect of curtailing produc- 
tiou. Farmers, according to this report, are 
learning that land can be put tow more protita- 
ble use than in the raising of a cereal which bas 
veen broueht by sharp competition and unfa- 
vorable trade condition down to a point that 
leaves the producer a narrow'margin of profli 
or ue profit at all. A late season in the North- 
west doves not. necesserily mean a crop failure, 
but it increases the dancers to be encountered.”

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BOULANGER ANDNAPOLEON | 


POINTS OF RESEMBLANOE 
IN THEIR CAREERS. 
FACTS FROM A CURIOUS VOLUME OF 

REMINISCENCES — BOULANGER’S DE- 


GRADATION—CASES FROM HISTORY. 
Paris, April 8.—The event of the day, 
the question Boulanger, givesa piquant actuality 
to a letter sold last week at the Hétel Drouot. 
Writing on the 14th of February, 1846, from 
the fortress of Ham, where he was confined, 
Prince Louis Napoleon Bonaparte says to his 
friend, M. de Vatry: ‘I confess that I expected 
a little more generosity from the men who are 
now inpower. Having solicited leave to go to 
the bedside of my sick father, I took it for 
granted that my request would have been favor- 
ably considered, and therefore engaged my 
gratitude in advance, The contrary is the case. 
Iam resigned, but I feel sure that sooner or later 
my oppressors will blush for their useless per- 
seecution.” Louis Napoleon, a political prisoner, 
Was not allowea to go to a deathbed; Gen. Bou- 
langer, under political suspicion, was refused 
permission to go to his wife’s sick bed, and—say 
the massea—he went there without permission; 
the Government, which is alarmed by his popu- 
larity, seizes upon that fault of discipline to 
“obey the orders of Germany,” &c. There is a 
remarkable analogy between the avowed pre- 
tender of 1848 and the supposed pretender of 
1888, and in connection with that analogy I 
quote a short summary from a very rare 
work that was publisbed at Turinin 1863 under 
the title of ‘‘ Revelations Concerning the Napo- 
leonic Propagandain 1848.” The author, who was 
a relative of the banker J. Laffitte of Paris, had 
dabbled, pretty successfully too, in several big 
financial enterprises, before he became the 
promoter of this political enterprise, the 
triumph of which is greatly attributable to his 
intelligent activity, but from the loaves and 


fishes of which he seems to have been kept 
away, rumor suys because he asked too higha 
price for his services. Louis Napoleon was a 
very grateful man to those who had been his 
friends in need, but gratitude has its limits, and 
the pretensions of M. L. were excessive. M. 
L. wanted—as Victor Hugo did—a ministerial 
porttolio, and as that could not be given, he 
rushed into the opposition, 

M. L.’s book, naturally, is tinted with a senti- 
ment of hatred for the man who had wounded 
his self-love and disappointed his great expecta- 
tions, and yet through all of this pierces a tone 
of proud exultation that, thanks to him, this 
out-at-the-elbows adventurer, this thought-to-be 
grotesque ‘ fraud,’’ became, first, a representa- 
tive, then the President, and finally the Em- 
peror of the French nation. in 1848 Princes 
Louis looked to be an utter outsider; he had 
made himself ridiculous at Strasburg and Bou- 
logne, he was up to his ears in debt in London, 
the Bonapartes themselves sneered at him, cast- 
ing much slur upon his birth, denying that he 
had a drop of Corsican blood in his 
veins, if, putatively, the son of the 
ex-King of Holland. He was lampooned 
and caricatured unmercifully and every where; 
he had no powerful backers behind him, no 
partisans, and no money to buy votes when his 
name weut before the country at the general 
elections of 1848. Twenty-tive names in all 
composed the list which M. de Persigny gave 
to M. L. as being the persons on whose sup- 
port the Prince could count absolutely, and 
those persons were tradesmen and artisans, 
coalbeavers, stonecutters, tobacco vendors, a 
saddier, and a bootmaker, with, strangely 
enough, the tragedian Ligier, and those vestizes 
of the first empire Gens. Sourd and Montholon, 
Col. Laborde, and M. Piétré. 

This was while the Prince was in London, but 
afterward, when the resuit of the elections was 
known, the situuation did not look more rosy. 
Ml. L., in his ** Revelations,” neglects to tell how 
Prince Louis managed to get out of London 
where there were writs by the bushel against 
him, and a ne crea/thut made foreign traveling 
difficult. Ithink I can supply the deticienoy: 
Mr. Poole, the great tailor of Saville-row, took 
up all the judgments, becoming his sole creditor, 
and, being prescient, helped his customer to 
get across the Channel, while Mrs. Howard, a 
demt-mondaine, piedged an annuity of £300, 
which she had from Lord Clifdon, and her dia- 
monds with a Jew to give him the where- 
witbal to make the journey to Paris, where, 
at the Hotel du Rhin, he was received 
by his electoral committee of five, to wit: 
Clapier, upholsterer; Devaux, bootmaker; 
Nadal, sLoemaker; Louis Trévey, ladies’ sbvoe- 
maker; Lavuyat, coal dealer. Not one of the 
descendants of the great dignitaries of the em- 
pire—of the Marshals who owed everything to 
the Napoleons—was present. The Duke of — 
(M, L. names him, but I prefer to call him the Due 
de X.) refused to *“‘compromise himself as an 
Imperialist.” Money was exceedingly scarce, 
and, although the report was industriovsly 
spread among the people that the Prince had a 
gg tortune of 50,000,000f., there was scarce- 
y enough on hand to pay the most important 
expenses. A few days before the June 
elections the printers refused to strike 
off the electoral tickets unless paid in 
advance, and only consented to go on when 
M. L.,from his own pocket, gave them Svof. 
‘“‘Nobody,” says M. L., “* wuouldswallow the Niupo- 
leonic idea; neither Fould nor Pereire, nor any 
other serivus banker, would adhere to it until 
after the 2d of December.” M. L. proposed to 
the Prince to solicit a “few millions of the Czar 
to ald the sdventof the empire, which would 
checkmate the revolution that was Europe’s 
bugbear.” M. L. went to St. Petersburg, went to 
Berlin, failed everywhere, and, coming back to 
Paris, appealed to Baron Rothschild, who, while 
Louis Napoleop was at Ham, had made hima 
present of 100 shares of the Great Northern of 
France Railway,of which he hadjustogtaincd the 
concession. Butthe Baron would have naught 
to do with the Prince; the Baron believed that 
Gen. Cavaignac tad the best chance, and was 
indignant that the “Prince should have applied 
to him for a loan without any guarantec, espe- 
cially as he had never yet rendered any service 
to his country, whereas the General had stifled 
dangerous insurrection.” In vain did M. L. 
urge that there were guarantees; the advent 
of the Prince was anything but probable; lnage 
than 80,000f, of arrears of Queen Hortensé's 
pension were due, but there must be a lawsuit 
to get them; the Prince’s estate at Macerata 
wus valuable and unmortgaged, but “I don’t 
know anything about that property, which is 
probably situated in the fogs of the Apenines.” 

**In short,” said the Hebrew financier, ** the 
rule of our firm is to avoid everything political, 
and, evev if yoursecurity were tirat-class, I must 
refusetoaid yuur Princeinaconspiracy; on no 
condition will Ladvance funds to him.” Four years 
later Baron Rothsehild solicited, as an * inesti- 
tTiable faver,” an lunperial visit io the Chateau 
de rerricre! M. de Rothschild snared the opin- 
ion of all the politicians of the time; he and 
they could not believe that a man without 
money or friends, disavowed by the 
great imperial families, could possibly 
have @ chance. “ He may get 10,000 votes,’ 
suid Emile de Girardin contemptuously; * Iwill 
zive him 20,000,” wrote M. A. de la Valette in 
the <Assembice Nationale, then one of the 
most important organs of public opinion; ‘‘per- 
haps he may obtain from 35,000 to 40,000,” 
quoth the Journal des Debats, *‘and this will be 
a0 encouraving that he may hope for election 
later.” Then the Orleanists bethought them of 
the Prince de Joinville, who, M. L. believes, 
**might have sailed in, as, on a second ballot, 
the votes, at tirst given to M. Thiers 
and to Gen. Changarnier, must have been 
united on this candidate,” But that 
campaign would have cost money, and 
the Orleanists, being economical as well as 
cowardly, gave it up, Louis Napoleon was 
elected simply on his name, which inspired 
confidence. Henri Heine, during the reign of 
Louis Philippe, wrote: ‘*The picture of Napo- 
leon is inthe but of every French peasant in 
the place of the portrait of the sou who fell 
fighting in his cause.” The £dinburgh Review 
feciared that the ‘“‘glorious prestige of the 
name remained intact among the masses, though 
in the eyes of Europe and perhaps of educated 
France he had merited his dethronement.” 

Louis Napoleon's first supporters were working- 
men, and workingmen Were his elestoral agents 
and his electors. M. de Pensigny intrusted tue 
missionof propagandism to the workingmen who

Its posters were 
pulled down in some wards, but in _ the 
popular cuarters, the candidacy was acclaimed. 
‘he first manifesto, at La Villette, was hailed 
with shouts of ‘* Vive l’Empereur!’”

Denis the mob invaded the mairie and deatroy- 
ing the records of votes already polled recom- 
menced the election te the yell of “ Vive Na- 
poleon!” Please to remark that, nowadays, 
La Villette and St. Denis are the hotbeds of 
Socialism. The Prince received 84,000 votes,and 
immediately resigned his mandate, as this cam- 
paign was a mere feeler of the public pulse, but 
he presented himself again in the following Sap- 
tember whore, in several departments, his ma- 
jorities were so immense that from that moment 
the transformation of the republic into an em- 
pire became merely a question of time. 

Now, I repeat, there is aremarkable analogy 
between the situations of Louis Napoleon and 
Boulanger. Neither the one nor the other had 
ever done anything grandiose when brought 
into notice, yet both inspired confidence. Why? 
This is an enigma Which I do not pretend to ex- 
plain. For Louis Napoleon could be alleged the 
memories of past glory, the substitution of the 
principle of authority tor the revolutionary 
chaos; but Gen. Boulanger has never won a 
battle and

did win a battle; he is not the rep-

‘To be defeated was the principal 
cause of military degradation under the first 
republic, when the seaffolad not unfrequently 
supplemented the other punishment: Custine 
was beheaded for losing Mayence, Beaubarnais 
for neglecting to relieve him, There 1s a long 
list of “disgraced” enesin the archives of the 
Ministry of War, and upon it appear sev- 
eral times the names of Bonaparte, of 
Kleber, of Murat, of Hoche, of Moreau. 
Unaer the Restoration Gen. La  Mar- 
mora, a brother of the late celebrated Italian 
General, was fora long time under a cloud as 
a lukewarm Royalist. Louis Philippe put Gen. 
de Rigny on the retired list, althougn unani- 
mously acquitted by the court-niartial before 
which he appeared to answer charges preferred 
by Marshal Claugel. Gen. de la. Morterouge 
was destituted in 1870 for letting himself bo 
beaten at Orleans; his successor, @’Aurelles de 
Paladines, was treated similarly ornearly soafter 
his evacuation of Orleans, and the man who 
came after him, Martin du _ Pallitres, 
was very speedily removed, vice Chanzy. 
In 1873 Gen. Carrey de Bellemare was re- 
vokead for a protest against the fall of 
Thiers and the triumph of the reaction; Gens. 
Ducrot and de Bressolles, after May 16, for 
offering to put down the democracy; Gen. de 
Saint-Hilaire, because Madame pulled down a 
flag on her baicony nt the first 14th of July féte; 
Gen. de Gestin, Governor of Paris, because in a 
quarrel] between citizens and soldiers he sneered 
at the former as “electors;” finally, and as an 
immediate precedent, the destitution of Gen. 
Schmitz by the Minister of War, Boulanger, for 
writing without permission an explanatory let- 
ter to a nowspaper. 

In nearly every case, including the degrada- 
tion of the Orleans Princes, the motives have 
been purely political, and 60 the public now es- 
timates the present incident, as foreigners also 
estimate it. The Russian press, admitting that 
military discipline ought to be rigorously en- 
forced, wondors that Gen. Boulanger should be 
forbidden to do what is winked at in the case of 
all his comrades, and explainit by: ‘“Itis not 
the commandant of an army corps who is chas- 
tised, but a pretended yet not proved 
political agitation. The Government is 
in & very delicate situation, which 
resembles a& moral defeat, and we are aston- 
ished by the concert of opportunist praise lav- 
ished on its useless severity.”” The Germans are 
jubilant, and predict that ‘‘the Government is 
menaced by an increasing revolutiovary and re- 
actionary agitation at the very moment when 
its intrinsic strength is a minimum and when it 
has lost ali contidence in itself. It ie precisely 
because it is weakened by senility that avid 
hans can strive forits inheritance even before 
its demise.

CLOWN TUROFF SENT 
BHERIA. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, March 29.—One of the 
latest victims of the tyranny and despotism of 
the Czar’s police is the popular clown Turoff, 
famous throughout Russia as coustituting the 
most attractive feature of the well-known Cint- 
selli circus. The way in which Turoff got into 
trouble was as follows: Having had his atten- 
tion drawnto the fact that the paper ruble 
note is still on the downward track, notwith- 
standing all the efforts of the Imperial Govern- 
ment to raise its value, he determined to make 
it the subject of one of his witticisms. Accord- 
ingly, a few days later, he trotted a well-trained 
and knowing-looking hog out into the arena and 
caused it to carry and fetch sundry objects in 
obedience to his orders in the most approved 
canine style. The audience were delighted, and 
insisted On an encore, whereupon the clown 
threw a paperruble note into the arena and 
ordered the pig to fetch itto him. Piggy trotted 
upto the note, sniffed at it disdainfully, and 
finally, notwithstanding the vituperations and 
objurgations of the clown, deliberately turned 
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‘its back on the note and trotted away, its 


snout uplifted with the most unmistakable 
expressiou of porcine contempt. On seeing this, 
the clown shrugged his shoulders, and address- 
ing the pig exclaimed: ‘* Well, after all, youare 
not to be biamed. If a man like Wishue- 
gradski (the Minister of Finance) is unable to 
raise the ruble note, surely one cannot expect 
a poor ignorant pig like yourself to dose.” Of 
course shouts of laughter greeted this sally, 
which within a few hours became a subject of 
intense merriment to all the inhabitants of St. 
Petersburg. The Minister of Finance, however, 
Was indignant, and onthe following day the 
clowb was summoned into the presence of Gen. 
Gresser, chief of the city police, and ordered by 
him to jail for a period of three days. 

On emerging from prison the clown de- 
termined to have his revenge, ail the more 
as the public had expressed their firm 
conviction that he would have the lust 
word in the matter. Accardingly he waited 
until one night when Gen. Gresser with his fam- 
ily was present at the performance in one of the 
boxes. As s00n as he saw the Chief of Police 
the clown drove a whole troupe of trained pigs 
into the arena and made them squat down allin 
arow on chairs. Thereupon he explained to the 
public that during his imprisonment he had at- 
tempted to pass away the time by learning 
German, and then, with the object of showing 
the audience what progress he had made, 
he turned to the pigs and addressed them 
in that language. Commencing with the 
smallest pig he exclaimed as he tenderly 
patted its snout: * You are only a littie pig, but 
you,” he added, turning to the next one, ‘are 
gresser,” (the German patois for bigger,) “and 
you,” turning to the third, “are also gresser, 
while you,” turning to the fourth, ‘‘are a very 
big pig.” Tne audience fairly roared with 
laughter, but Gen. Gresser considered that he 
had been grossly and publicly insulted and im- 
mediately left the building.

You have just seen 
when the frost king stopped your suppliesin the 
Empire City what two or three days’ food for a 
million and a half amounted to. It would be 
simply impossible to provision London for a 
month. The other theory is that at certain points, 
selected rather by nature than by ageneral staff, 
should be collected in storehouses, a consider- 
able supply of intrenching tools and siege guns 
with which, granted a week’s notice of invasion, 
a coup de main on the capital could be prevent- 
ed. So far as itis possible in a country in which 
news has so much value, though itis not as in- 
telligently sought, as in New-York itself, the 
plans for the defense of London area secret, 
and I am not going to give them away. But 
this may be said: Much has been done of which 
the London daily papers know nothing, and the 
so-called military weeklies still less. Aldershot 
is already almost an intrenched camp, covering 
London on the southwest. But London will be 
similarly covered op every point except the 
west and northwest long before any need could 
arise for the actual manning of the works, And 
provision is not wanting even for these 
compass points, though it is not so 
complete as elsewhere. In very truth 
England is right in not providing for the de- 
fense of London by a chain of forts. When, a 
fortnight ago, I asked an artillery Major ia 
Berlin how it happened the city on the Spree 
was not fortified he said: “But it is, and-there 
is one of its outworks,” and he pointed to a 
company of the Second Guard’s regiment that 
happened to be passing us. The fact is no great 
city can be fortified against an enemy that has 
effected alanding. If heis notin force enough 
to invest 1t he will be beaten before he can at- 
tempt to do so; if he isin force enough the city 
must fall the moment the investment is pushed 
close. What cities like London and New-Yor« 
can do is to prevent by the construction 
of forts on their water approaches a4 
marine surprise. For the rest they wust 
trust to stout hearts and improvised 
landworks. But perhaps New-York might 
take a hint from London. It might find 
storehouses at ascertained points round its 


land approacbes and there lay in, or have ready 
for layingin, intrenching tools; it might have 
plans ready; it might have guns not far off, and 
above all, it might do what the English military 
authorities have done, ascertain what is the 
actual food supply avaliable on the average 
within the bounds of the consuming population. 
It is said here that you were out of flour in a 
little more than a day and 4 half after the re- 
cent frost investment. [f that be true it can be 
true only of Manhattan Island, and is not possi- 
bly true of Brooklyn and the Jersey side. But 
in London it would not ve breadstufts which 
would suddenly fail. The ELuglish wetropolis 
would bein want of meat many days before it 
began to suffer either for bread or for fire. 

Very great surprise has been expressed to me 
by some of the highest British military leaders 
at the proportion of desertion in the Aierican 
Army. But there not the slightest doubt that 
the high percentage of desertion in the British 
Army at home is due to the imperfect supply of 
food to the soldiers. he present scale of ra- 
tions was well enough when the army was com- 
posed of, in more senses ofthe word than one, 
“old soldiers.” ‘Then the well-set men, the 
men between 25 and 50, did not, probably, con- 
sume all their food, and the young ones had a 
chance of getting what they wanted, the elders 
taking it outinbeer. But in these days of short 
serviee, say, from the age of 18 to 30, inclusive, 
and ranging on the whole from 19 to 26, more 
food is required, or, at the least, a better distri- 
bution of the food is necessary to keep the 
younger men in health. The first meal in bar- 
racks is at 8 A. M., the dinner is atl P. M., and 
tea is at 5 P. M.; so for15 hoursaday the 
recruit has nothing put into his stomach. Sce- 
ing, what with stables in two branches of the 
service and,guard and sentry duty in all, that tho 
young soldier seldom gets an average of seven 
hours in bed, itis little wonder the most of the 
remaining fraction of his meagre pay goes in 
supplying himself with something that will stay 
his appetite. It has long been acknowledyed, in 
the words of Lord Wolseley, ‘‘that the better 
the men are fed, the more will you get out of 
them, the better will be their health and 
strength, the more contented they will be, and 
the better will be their discipline.” There is no 
doubt the Adjutant-General would gladly order 
the men a supper of bread and wmeat twice, 
and of cheese or oatmeal the other days of the 
week. But he would find himself opposed by 
two thinge—the indisposition of the Secretary of 
War to ask the Llouse of Commons to increase 
the estimates even though it were by a shilling 
® week per man for suppers, and, secondly, the 
fogailism of the Duke of Cambridge, who, never 
knowing anything more of war than a Captain 
of five years’ standing must nowadays know, is 
unwilling to reaMze, iu bisown mind even, the 
changes that have had to be made and must 
attll be made in order to bring the British Army 
up in physique and material to what it was in 
the Crimean days. His Royal Highness the 
Commander-in-Chief, though a clever man 
enough—and they make a huge mistake who 
deem him a fool, or even a slack man of business 
—is, in fact, the chief military obstructive in 
England. If it were not for him at least 
$2,000,000 a year might be saved on the army 
estimates, not to the nation, perhaps, directly, 
yet indirectly to the country, inasmuch as the 
sums eo saved on wholiy useless, if not mis- 
chieyous, expenditures would be available 
for necessary stores and vehicles on whose 
account no money is forthcoming, and 
for the lacktof which the army is inefficient. It 
had been hoped that as the Duke attains the age 
of 70 on the 26th of March next year he wouid 
be retired from the post of Commander-in 
Chiet before the beginning of the  finan- 
cial year 1889-90. But the warrant regulat- 
ing retirement for age does not apply to 
Field Marshals, and there seems to be ne reason 
why the Duke, who is wholly ignorant of the art 
of war, should not hang on like von Moltke, who 
is the recognized master of war. Indeed, it is 
rather thought that. regardless of the interests 
of the service, he wili hang on until the Duke 
of Connaught becomes senior enough to 
take his place. The House of Commons 
may prevent the purposed job; but one 
thing is certain—every day the representa- 
tives of the people fail to deal with the 
question is aday wasted in the reorganization 
of the British forces, which, just in proportion as 
they are small, ought to be, considering the 
amount spent on them, the most eflicient in the 
world. The firgt condition of the improvewent 
of the English land troops is that his Royal 
Highness should be retired. He means well, but 
he has worked himself into the belief that the 
System which has made him Commander-in- 
Chief of the British Army is necessarily perfect, 
and as nobody else is of the same opinion it is 
high time in these democratic days that his 
Royal Highness should be induced to go or made 
to go at the same time as aay other general 
ofticer would have to go. It would pay the coun- 
try to give him 25,000 a year more for the re- 
mainder of his life. A smallerinducement would 
probably suitice, 

THE NEW-YORK TIMES some months ago 
stated that last year an attempt had been made 
to induce the British Army authorities to adopt 
anu ammunition cart by which a considerable 
quantity of cartridges could be taken from the 
reserves across the terrible zone to the fighting 
line, the cart to be of bullet-proof steel, with a 
swingin shield under the wheels, and to 
be propelled by two men moving under cover. 
The attempt then failed; it is possible it may 
now succeed, for the design which was not ac- 
cepted last year, when « model might have been 
made without gost to the country, is again under 
the consideration of the authorities. It is be- 
lieved that with such a cart 12,000 to 20,000 
rounds (according tothe nature of the rouni) 
of the new ammunition could be taken across the 
500 to 800 yards which now it is immi- 
nent death to pass. It is admitted 
that the men who, under the existing 
practice, are to take up 40 pounds each, 
will se)dom return, for if they risk their lives in 
taking up ammunition to their comrades the

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KAROLYLS SUICIDE ANDSHAME 


Vienna, April 6.—An immense sensation 


has been caused throughout Austria, and, for the 


matter of that, in every capital of Europe, by the 
shocking suicide of Count Victor Karolyi, a 
member of one of the greatest and most power- 
ful houses of the old Hungarian nobility. Count 
Karolyi’s death was attended by peculiarly pain- 
ful cireumstances, which, notwithstanding all 
the efforts made to prevent it, are likely to lead 
to a cause célébre prolitic in scandalous revela- 
tions. The latter will be of a nature to furnish 
an additional argument to the opponents of the 
billin the British Parliament forlegalizing mar- 
Yriages with a deceased wife’s sister. The late 
nobleman, who was.as well known at Berlin, 
Paris, and Romo asin Vienna, was a cousin of 
Count Aloys Karolyi, the Austria-Hungarian 
Ambassador to the Court of St. James, and was 
a member of many of the leading London olubs, 
In fact, he was for many years quite a familiar 
figure on the British turf. Born in 1839, he 
married at the age of 25 Baroness Irma 


Orzy, a niece of the Humgarian statesman of 
that name. About three years after the 
birth of his third daughter, Count Victor began 
to be strangely neglectful of his beautiful wife, 
whe at length discovered that he had become 
completely infatuated by her elder asjster, 
Sarolta. The latter who was and still is married 
to Count Abraham Gyurky, a Privy Councilor 
and Chamberlain of Emperor Francis Joseph, 
and by whom she bas had three children, made 
no attempt to conceal the fact, either from her 
husband or from her sister, that she fully re- 
ciprocated her brother-in-law’s affection. <A 
strangely captivating woman of the Cleopatra 
type of beauty was this Countess Sarolta, who, 
after inducing her lover to forsake his wife and 
children for her sake and to travel with her 
abroad, actually ended by persuading bim to 
openly take up his residence with ber at his 
ancestral castle of Csaurgo. The effect of this 
conduct cau only be realized when it is borne in 
mind that Hungary is to this present day one of 
the most bigoted of all Catholic countries. 
It is needless to add that Count Vic- 
tor and his sister-in-law were boycotted 
by all the aristocracy of the province, 
while the peasants were so _ horror-stricken 
at the criminal nature of the liaison that they 
turned aside from the road and considered it 
uecessary to cross themselves whenever thoy 
met either the ill-fated nobleinan or his adored 
Sarolta. The utmost sympathy was expressed 
on all sides for Countess Victor Karolyi and her 
daughters, who had been driven forth from 
their homes to make way for their wicked 
relative. As years rolled by, however, the boy- 
cott on the part of the neighbors itucreased, and 
not even the birth of several children could 
suffice to prevent Count Victor from brooding 
over the loss of every one of his former friends 
and associates. All the efforts of the Countess 
Sarolta were powerless to check the growing 
melancholy which settled on his once het-heated, 
oyous, and impulsive nature. Toward the last 
© sought to brace his nerves by copious 
draughts of Russian caravan tea, and had be- 
come accustomed to drink as manyas 30 or 
40 cupsaday. Atlength the climax came, and 
on Easter Sunday he was found dead seated in 
an armchair, with a fowling piece between his 
knees, and the top of his head blown completely 


With the most brazen effrontery Countess 
Sarolta refused to leavethe castle until pos- 
itively ejected from it by the law oificers. She 
hopes, however, to return thither as its mistress. 
For Count Karolyi’s will, which is dated tive 
years ago, bequeaths all of his vast possessions, 
including the castle, to his mistress and to his 
bastard children, while his aeserted wife and 
legitimate daughters are cut off with a paltry 
allowance of $10,000, to be paid by Countess 
Sarolta to her sister Irma out of the revenues of 
the eatates.

It should be added that 
Count Gyurky, who is atill alive, has continued 
all along to maintain the most friendly relations 
with his wife, and, if popular report is to be 
belicved, was a frequent Visitor at Count Vic- 
ter’s castle. Itis a strange coincidence that on 
the very day on which ‘Count Victor Karolyi 
took his life young Baron Seratin Orzy, a 
nephew of Countess Sarolta, blew his brains out 
at Peath. There is, however, no further connec- 
tion between the two tragic occurrences.

“An Englishman in New-York” writes: 
* Englishmen are very apt to grumble at their 
income tax; what would they think of such a 
tax as the American personal estate tax, which 
operates in the fvllowing cbeerful manner? 
Supposing you save a little money and invest it 
in railway bonds, you are in due course served 
with a notice that your personal estate ia as- 
sessed at ——, (the par value of the bonds,) and 
later you tind you have to pay a tax amounting 
to 219 of this sum, not caleulated on the income 
derived from it, so that im 40 years the state of 
this ‘free country’ has taken from you every 
cent you have invested. See how this compares 
with the working of the income tax. If in Eng- 
laud you inyested £1,000 at 5 per cent., and 
the incometax stood at 6d. in the pound, you 
would pay a sum of 25s. to the State annually, 


but if you investedit here you would have to pay 
the sum of £25 annually.”

TRADE IN MUSKRAT SKINS 


eens 
LAKGELY USED AS A SUBSTI- 
TUTE FOR SHALSKIN. 
SOME OF THEM COME FROM NEW-JER- 
SEY MARSHES, BUT THE GREAT BULK 
OF THEM FROM MARYLAND. 

**There is no other fur that resembles the 
Sealskin so closely as the fur of the common 
muskrat,” said a furrier, “and if the latter was 
aslarge as the former it would be one of the 
highest-priced furs in the market. The extent 
to which the muskrats is utilized as a substitute 
for the seal would hardly be believed. Gloves, 
muffs, caps, boas, and trimming made of musk- 
rat fur, and sold as such, but in nine cases out 
of ten doing duty by their purchasers as the 
genuine sealskin article, required the use of at 
least 75,000 rat skins in the New-York market 
alone this season. Some of these came from the 
Hackensack marshes, in New-Jersey, but the 
great bulk of them were trapped on the low 
lands of Maryland, principally in Dorchester 
County. An especially fine muskrat fur comes 
from the marshes of Turtle Creek, near Murrays- 
ville, Penn., and from the Drowned Lands of the 
Wallkill, in Orange County, this State, and Sus- 
sex County, N. J. The greatest dealer in musk- 
rat skins in this country, perhaps, is a man in 
the little village ot Danville, N. J. He has 
agents allover the country, and frequently the 
biggest furriers in the business are compelled to 


get their supplies from him, so thoroughly has 
he beught up the market. 

“While the Hackensack River and all the 
numerous canals and water courses that drain 
the New-Jersey marshes from the upper waters 
of the Hackensack to Newark Bay are alive 
with muskrats, both brown and black, the 


borders of those waters being thickly dotted 
with the conelike nests where they lie warm 
and snug during the day, they are not hunted 
and trapped as systematically or persistently 
as they are in the Maryland lowlands, where 
® small army of men and boys and even women 
do nothing else for a livelihood but trap and 
hunt muskrats, an occasional otter, however, and 
the wild duck and goose season helping thein out 
incidentally. The trapper of the Jersey marshes 
looks upon the muskrat preserves as merely a 
provision of Providence to keep him in applejack 
and tobacco, and he draws upor the furry colo- 
nies only as his supplies of these necessities be- 
come low. But the Maryland trapper gives the 
muskrat no rest, night or day, trom the time 
the fur becomes in good condition with the ad- 
vent of Winter until the worthless Summer 
coat begins to appear, along in May. Last sea- 
son, from December to the lastof April, tne 
trappers of Fishing Bay and along the Patuxent 
River received over $8,000 for muskrat skins 
alone. The most of that was made in Maroh 
and April, the height of the season being when 
the Winter is breaking up and Spring ap- 
proaching. A letter from a fur dealer in Balti- 
more to our house says that at least 100,000 
muskrats will be captured on the Maryland low- 
lands this season. 

‘A visit to a muskratting village, as the acat- 
tering cabins of the trappers along the borders 
of Fishing Bay and its many tributaries are 
called, will be a revelation to the stranger. The 
cabins are rude and have barely a habitable ap- 
pearance. The occupants are all squatters, the 
material of which their cabins are built being 
usually apgrepe es from the nearest piece of 
timber land. The trappers and their families 
are a wild and tattered race of beings, but 
hardy and good-natured. Ove peculiarity of a 
muskratting village is the large number of chil- 
dren that belong to each cabin, and another isa 
species of razor-back hog that makes way 
with the hundreds of surplus muskrat car- 
casses that accumulate, although the flesh 
of the muskrat forms an _ important 
article of food with the trapper and his family. 
As far as that goes, though, eaters of muskrat 
flesh are not confined to the trapping village, 
foritis considered a great delicacy by many a 
well-known epicure in the land of terrapin and 
canvas-backs. A remarkable thing about the 
razor-back hogsof the muskratting village is 
although they devour untold pounds of musk- 
rat meat every day they never show tbeir 
keeping by adding one pound of flesh 
to their cadaverous bodies. These trap- 
pers have another specimen ot live 
stock they callthe marsh cow, This cow is # 
low, tangled-haired, scrawny animal with long 
horns, generally crooked. They find good 
pasturage on the vast lowlands during the Sum- 
liner season, and become 80 wild that they have 
to be rounded upand corralled when they are 
wanted. Sometimes they take to the wooded 
uplands in the late Fall, and will not appear 
again until the cold weather drives them back 
to the village for such shelter as the trappers 
see fit to afford them. 

“Through the marshes that atretch away 
from the muskratting settlements numerous 
Btreams make siuggish courses, here and there 
widening out upon some unusually low spot 
into large lakes or lagoons. During the season 
these lakes are resorted toin immense numbers 
by wild dueks and geese. Bordering these 
Sireams and lagoons is a stretch of treacherous 
bog and quagmire 300 or 400 yards in width. 
While the professional muskrat trapper will 
make the circuit of the lake borders and follow 
the courses of the streams to any distarce, as 
easily and with as sure a foot as he would walk 
a paved street, the inexperienced hunter will 
not goa rod among these bogs before he will 
tind bimself floundering up to his armpits in 
the mire. Itis in that forbidding and danger- 
ous area of hog and mire that the muskratter 
plies his trade with the greatest success. 

“ The beaver alone exceeds the muskrat in in- 
genuity and system in his domestic arrange- 
ments. In building its house the muskrat s8e- 
lects a spot in the low marsh !and which will be 
flooded at high tide, butdry at low ebb. The 
site selected, the muskrat tunnels from the bank 
of the stream or Jagoon, beginning below the edge 
of the water at the ebb-tide line, a passage un- 
derground to the spot where his house is to be. 
Then he cuts with his teeth the broad, strong 
stalks and leaves of the flag, and thelong, coarse 
grass, which are the principal vegetation of the 
marshes, and drags them to his site, and 
twists and braidg them together in a 
cireular form, and building layer upon Jayer, 
and gradually narrowing the structure until 
he has a firm house in the shape of a cone, the 
whole strengthened and made solid by the liberal 
intermixture of mortar made from the marsh 
mud, with which the house is plastered, outside 
and in. The only entrance to the house is by 
the tunnel from the bank, the ground floor being 
on a level with thattunnel. Theinterior of the 
house is always divided into two floors, and 
sometimes it will have as mau as four. 
These are led to bya chamber that is built 
around the inner edge of the house and which 
rises like a winding staircase. She number of 
stories to the house are regulated by the height 
to which the tide rises, for the ground floor is to 
be flooded, but there must be a dry room always 
at the top of the house to which the occupants 
may retire in time of flood. Thedwellers along 
the Maryland marshes are firm inthe belief that 
the muskrat’s instinct isesuch that by it the 
height of the Spring’s floods can be told by the 
location of the muskrat nesta the previous Fall. 

“The interior of the muskrat’s dwelling is 
warmly lined with dry grass and leaves, and as 
many as half a dozen rats will occupy a single 
nest. Thereason the muskrat engineers in con- 
structing his house so that his ground floor and 
the mouth of his tunnel are a) ways under water 
is that thereby he has an exitin time of danger 
by which he can get to the stream at a point 
beneath the surface of the water and swim un- 
seen toa place of safety, when he can rise to 
the surface and breathe at his leisure. But his 
instinct does not warn him agaiust the traps 
that his enemy places at the hidden entrance to 
his house, changing it from a way to liberty into 
an avenue to certain death. hese traps are 
made of four boards about three feet long and 
six inches wide, Tkese are nailed together, 
making an oblong box. In each end is a wire 
door that is hung on hinges at the top 
and which rises at the slightest push 
from the outside. It will not open from 
the inside. The muskrat remains hidden in 
his house during the day, uuless the day 
happens to be very cloudy and dark, At 
night he goes out to feed on the juicy roots of 
water grasses and vegetables, Meis dainty at 
his meals, and will not put his teeth to a root 
until be has washed every particle of mud from 
it by dipping it repeatedly in the water. A great 
many muskrats are killed on moonlight nights 
by hunters, who hide on the banks, and liein wait 
for the animal asit prepares for feeding. The 
wooden traps are placed at the tunnel entrances 
of a muskrat’s house, and whether he is going 
out to feed, or has been ont and is 
coming in, he walks into the trap. 
If he had time ho might gnaw 
his wav out af the box, but he will be over- 
taken by high tide before he can free himself in 
that way, aud is drowned. A whole colony of 
muskrats are easily taken in a night by one of 
these traps, and a trapper who has a number of 
traps out and who watches the tides well reaps a 
rich harvest. Some trappers capture as many 
asa bundred skine in a night. ; 

“ On windy days the muskratter succeeds in 
capturing his game by spearing. The muskrat 
has a most acute hearing, and the break- 
ing of a flag leaf several rods away 
on a still day is sufficient to 
alarm him and send him flying to his tunnel. 
When the wind blows strong andat high tide the 
hunter arms himself with a gig, whose long iron

FOOTPRINTS IN THE ROOKS. 
From the Philadelphia Ledger, April 16. 

At the last meeting of the Academy of 
Natural Sciences Prof. Heilprin called atten- 
tion to a human footprint ina slab of volcanic 
tufa from Lake Managua, Nicaragua, received 


from Dr. D. G. Brinton. The local geologist re- - 


garded the specimen as belonging to the early 
tertiary, and, therefore, as indicating the re- 
mote antiquity of man. -It had been overlaid by 
a deposit of more than 20 feet in thickness, and 
the bones of the mastodon were said to have 
been found in the sume deposits. The evidence 
to be drawn from shells submitted for examina- 


tion and otber data was not considered by tne 
Speaker as establishing any great antiquity. 
Even deeper deposits had been made in historic 
times by voloanic action, and it was now 
held by geologists that the mastodon 
Was probably contemperaneous with early 
man. A specimen of triassicggandstone from 
Huntingdon County, bearing an Impression simi- 
lar to that which would have been made by a 
sandaled foot, was also exhibited. The marking 
Was undoubtedly a mere freak of nature. Mr. 
Robinson described supposed footprints ob- 
served by him many years ago in an outcrop of 
yellowish rock among boulders on the border of 
Berks County, Penn. In possible explanation 
of this and similar occurrences Prof. Hellprin 
deseribed a block of red sandstone which had 
been weathered in such a way as to bear marks 
closely resembling the impression of dogs’ 
feet. Mr. McKean remarked that great can- 
tion should be exercised in deciding that such 
impressions had been caused by living animals. 
He had seen markings on the seabeach which 
might readily have been taken for bird tracka, 
but which he knew to be caused by the action 
of the waves around projecting fragments of 
drifted reeds. He had also seen geometrical 
figures, as circles and arcs, produced by the 
movement of the bent-over ends of long blades 
of grass swept around by the breeze. Had the 
sand in such cases been suddenly hardened the 
markings might have been considered as evidence 
of the existence of heings acquainted with the 
use of mathematical instruments. Prof. Heil- 
prin stated that such impressions, when oo- 
curring on the older rocks, had been correctly 
interpreted, the causes to which Mr. McKean 
had alluded being taken into cunsideration in 
studying such specimens. 
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OMNIBUSES ON OAR TRACKS. 
From the London Daily News. 

There is acurious tramway dispute going 
on at Manchester. The tramway lines there 
are the property of the Manchester Corporation, 
and they are leased to the Manchester Carriage 


and Tramways Company on terms which yielded 
the rental of £19,000 last year. The tramway 
company have recently encountered competi- 
tion-from an omnibus company, whose vehicles 
appear to be so gauged as to fit the rails in the 
streets. The omnibuses are said to be run on 
these rails; but the propristors pay not a cent 
to the corporation. Naturally the subject has 
been raised in the City Council, and it has been 
decided’ to have the lawon the subject. At 
this the friends of the competing omnibuses ap- 
pear to be quite easy. They hold the drivers of 
these omnibuses perfectly free to run on or oft 
the tram rails as other vehicles do, and what is 
more, they believe the Tramway act secures to 
them this right so long as the wheels of the 
omnibuses are made without flanges.

The opening in every instance 
Was at outside prices, and at the close Pork for the 
month named stood at $14 15, Lard at $8, and Short 
Ribs at $7 32%. June Pork closed 7c. and July 
1742c. higher than May. In Lard the June delivery 
rested 5c. and July 10c. above the price tor May. 
June Short Kibs were 74ac., July lic., ang August 
245c. above the May market. 

Wheat tluctuated within narrower limits, the ex- 
treme range covered by futures being only about 
le. Business was large in the aggregaie, aud some 
large blocks of property changed hands, trading 
during the first 15 minutes involving over a million 
bushels between two or three parties. The local 
temper was mostly based upon discouraging crop 
reports, and had it not been for the frees 
selling early by longs the market would have 
risen from tbe start. Later, there was a 
decline, as the result mainly of free offerings of 
property by longs who had bought Thursday. From

NONE TO OLAIM THEIR BONES. 


_ 


RELICS OF AN OLD BROOKLYN GRAYVE- 
YARD. 


The hopes of many ancient Brooklynites, 
and their bones, too, lie buried in the old grave- 
yard at the rear of the Sands-Street Methodist 
Church. Theochurch was organized in 1794, and 
in the early part of the century, when Brooklyn 
was a sinall town, it wasa flourishing religious 
institution. The march of progress has left it 
stranded among the iron columns and girders of 
the great bridge, and the property has been sold 
as of no further use for a church site. Some 
300 of the early members of the society were 
buried in the little churchyard between 1796 


and 1837, Their tombe have gone to deoay, and 
all thatremain to tell the story of their lives 
are a few defaced and crumbling slave of granite, 

The earliest date now to be found is that on 
the tombstone of John Moore, aged 17, 1786. 
Then there are James Harper, 1810; James 
Bloofmer, 1803; John Campbell, 1809. A tab- 
let bearing date 1819, which marks the restin 
place of the Rev. John Summerfield, A. M., age 
27, is deeply scored by the defaced lettering of 
au epitaph which entirely covered one side of it. 
Only a 1ew words could be deciphered, and they 
were: ‘Gerius, Eloquence, and Religion min- 
gied their tears.” There is how nobody toclaim 
his bones. The same may be said of all save 
about cight or ten of the number buried there. 
The sexton, Mr, Allen, has been advertising for 
friends to come and claim the remaips, but very 
few have responded, and those unclaimed will be 
placed in boxes and buried in a single excava- 
tion at the Gemetery of the Evergreens. 
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ELEVATED ROAD OBSTRUCTIONS. 

Judge Barrett has denied the application 
of Mrs. Sarah Lynch fora mandamus requiring 
the Department of Public Works to take down 
and remove the structures*of the Manhattan 
Railway Company running along on both sides 
of Eighth-avenue, north of its station at One 
Hundred and Fifty-fifth-street. This is a 
terminus of the elevated road, and its junction 
with the New-York and Northern Railroad. The 


company has a great many elevated structures 
there in which it stores coal and Keeps engines 
and ears, and it also dumps ashes there from its 
engines on to Mrs. Lynch’s land. There is no 
doubt, so Gen. Newton. the Commissioner of 
Public Works, says, that these structures are an 
obstruction to the street, and that the dumping 
18 & trespass on her vacant lots, of which she 
owns 528 in that vicinity, many of them abut- 
ting on both sides of Eighth-avenue from One 
Hundred and Fifty-fifth-street north. 

Judge Barrett refuses the mandamus on the 
ground, among other things, that there is some 
question now about her having a good title to 
the property, the Department of Pablio Parks 
having designated it as a part of the High 
Bridge Park, and that the Rapid Transit Com- 
missioners in 1875 gave the elevated company 
the right to erect its structure and necessary 
buildings at the point complained of by Mrs. 
Lynch. Inorder to entitle a person to a per- 
emptory mandamus, Judgo Barrett says, he 
must show a clear right, which Mra, Lynch does 
not, and she must bring an action in equity to 
determine what her rights are.

BEFORE THE DAYS OF CABLES. 

William Young, who died suddenly in 
Paris, France, on April 15, was for mauy years 
the proprietor and editor of the 1lbion, a weekly 
paper that was published in this city for nearly 
half a century. It was established in 1822 by 
Dr. Bartlett, who was both proprieter and ed- 
itor, and was devoted to subjects interesting to 
Englishmen. This was before the days of cables 


and fast steamships, and when foreign news was 
brought by packets and sailing vessels at irregu- 
lar intervals. The weekly gave liberal extracts 
of reports about Parliamentfy debates, and 
made a specialty of the productions of leading 
English novelists as they appeared in magazines. 
The writings of Dickens, Lever, and Marryat 
were first made known to American readers in 
tbe celumns of the Albion. Dr. Bartlett con- 
ducted the successful enterprise for a long peri- 
od, and was succeeded by Mr. Young. He did 
not abandon it until 1867, when he removed to 
Paris. 

Mr. Young was born at Deptfora, England, in 
1809, and was the son of an English Admiral. 
Coming to this country 1n 1839, Mr. Young mar- 
ried Miss Whitringbam of Charleston, 8. ©., the 
adopted daughter of the founder of the Charles- 
ton Courier. In addition to editing the Aloion 
Mr. Young published a translation of Béranger'’s 
poem’s and songs, a collection of American col- 
lege songs, and was the author of ‘ The Man 
That Laughs,” ** Martio Rapas,’’ and other pub- 
lications. He leaves a widow and two daughters.

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HOT SHOT FOR THE MEN. 


JOURNEYMEN BREWERS DENOUNCED BY 
A KNIGHTS OF LABOR ORGAN, 


The news that the members of tho Ex- 
eoutive Board of District Assembly No. 49, 
Knights of Labor, had opened a battery upon 
the journeymon brewers to get even with them 
for long-standing grievances has disturbed the 
ranks of the brewers’ union. At Clarendon 
Hall yesterday morning local Secretary Ernst 
Kurzenknabe stoutly denounced as untrue the 
charges of No. 49 that the brewers’ union had 
been treacherous to that organization, and he 
declared that it could not be possible, and he 


would not believe that No. 49 had authorized 
Knights of Labor to take the places of the locked- 
out brewers and drivets. It was decided to send 
& committee to No. 49 and ask it whether ift- had 
sanctioned the actions of the Knights in taking 
brewers’ places. 

There were some morsels of comfort, however, 
for the journeymen’s meeting. Reports came in 
that ————— of Brooklyn had signéd a con- 
traet with the union, and two female delegates 
from the giris and worhen’s union reported that 
they were successfully boycotting up-town sa- 
loons where pool beer was sold. All this was re- 
ceived with loud cheers and applause, 

Conrad Stein’s brewery men struck yesterday 
morning. He will start work again this morn- 
ing with new men and such.of his old men as 
desire to return at the master brewers’ terms. 

The Solidarity, the organ of District Assembly 
No. 49, of to-day has a bitter attack upon the 
locked-out journeymen, It says if ever men 
deserved to be locked out, if ever employers 
were justified in resorting to a measure of this 
character, the lager beer brewery workmen de- 
served to be locked out, and the lager beer 
brewers are justified in adopting thie method. 
The Committees on Arbitration and Strikes of 
No. 49 during 1885 and 1886, the paper con- 
tinues, were, through shame, compelled to de- 
cide every case which came before it durin 
these two years in favor of the employers, end 
scarcely @ day passed that a grievance was not 
handed in. Among these grievances was one 
that a certain employe was not satisfied with 28 
lasses of beer a day. The Knights, the Solrdarity 
continues, found these men in the gutter in the 
condition of savages, unclean and unkempt. 
They did not appear to know what they were or 
where they were. The Knights scrubbed 
them clean of their filth, taught them that 
they were freemen, raised them up to 
the light, got their wages inoreased from 
$8 to $16 a week, and shortened their hours 
of labor from 16 hours per dayto 12. The 
brewery workmen thanked the Knights for all 
this by leaving them, denouncing them as 
thieves, and publicly tearing — charter they 
had received from the order. This tight of the 
brewery workmen, the Solidarity continues, is 
not all between capital and labor, but a fight be- 
tween fools who are in the clutches of knaves, 
and are manipulated by and in tho interest of 
said knaves on the one hand, and on the other 
by men who are desirous of conducting their 
business in a fair, honest, and paying way.

A MONEY-MAKING MACHINE. 


| POSSIBILITIES OF PROFIT IN AN OUT- 


SIDE YET LEGITIMATE INVESTMENT.

The House of Representatives seemed 
rather eager yesterday to get at the River 
and Harbor bill, and succeeded in getting 
all obstacles out of the way. The tariff 
debate heing postponed until Tuesday, 
there was nothing in the way but four 
other appropriation bills and the business 
of private bill day. The latter was set 
aside, the Indian and Pension Appropria- 
tion bills were speedily passed, the Con- 
sular and Diplomatic bill was laid agide at 
the request of the Foreign Affairs Commit~ 
tee and the District of Columbia bill by a 
vote of the House, and so the great re- 
ceptacle of jobS was got at. Time was 
then saved by dispensing with the first 
formal reading of the bill and more by rul- 
ing ont general debate, and the items were 
sent spinning along. ‘The bill appropriates 
nearly $20,000,000, but as no measure of 
the kind became a law last year the objec- 
tion is not so much to the amount as to the 
character of many of the appropriations. 
As usnal among items of great importance, 
there are many others that are mere jobs, 
providing for the expenditure of public 
money upon worthless creeks and for the 
benefit of private and localinterests. There 
is every indication that the customary log- 
rolling will carry these through without 
anything more than a polite protest from a 
few members. 


There is said to be some chance of the 
confirmation of Dr. Epwarp C. W. O’BRIEN 
of Buffalo to succeed the present Health 
Officer of this port. According to all re- 
ports, Dr. O’BRIEN is acompetent man for 
the place, the most serious objection to his 
appointment being the bringing of aman 
from the other end of the State when there 
are so many equally well qualified who live 
here and are familiar with the require- 
ments of the situation and identified 
with the community most directly inter- 
ested. But that objection is trifling com- 
pared to the retention of the present 
Tiealth Officer, who has beenso thoroughly 
identified with. the corrupt Quarantine 
ring and whose term expired years ago. 
Dr. O’BRIEN is a Republican, and the Platt 
Senators are said not to be specially hostile 
to him, which means probably that PLatTT 
himself does not care much about the ap- 
pointment. The anti-Platt Senators are 
sure to support him, and it is believed that 
several Democrats are ready to vote for 
his confirmation. Onthe whole it is to be 
hoped that he will be confirmed, so that 
pne more step may be taken toward remoy- 
ing the scandal of the Quarantine adminis- 
tration which has so long prevailed.

A bill was passed in the State Senate on 
Tuesday which has in it great possibilities 
inthe way of molding the legislation of 
tho future should it become law. It pro- 
vides that the Judges of the Supreme Court 
shall practically act as counsel to the Legis- 
lature, and shali annually recommend to 
that body such changes in the civil and 
criminal law as their experience .on ,the 
bench may suggest to them. There is 
probably not a Judge who sits in General 
Term who is not thoroughly competent to 
point out the weakness of the Jaws which 
be is called on to construe, and who 
could not show the way .to strength- 
ening and improving them, and _ this 
bill is intended to make the _ spe- 
cial knowledge of the Judges in this re- 
spect available to the Senators and Assem- 
blymen. The functions of the Judges must 
be advisory only, for of course there is no 
means provided to make the Legislature act 
on their suggestions, But the annual re- 
ports of the Judges would prove extremely 
interesting reading to those of our citizens 


who are in favor of legislation for the pub- } 


lic good, and if they were ignored the re- 
sponsibility for bad or defective layvs could 
be properly fixed. 


With yesterday’s opening of the Leagne 
games, following Wednesday’s start ot the 
Association games, the baseball season of 
1888 is fairly under way. It begins earlier 
than 1n former years, but the additional 
number of championship matches to be 
played made this a necessity. Young 
America—and a good part of the America 
that feels younger than it looks—will now 
be happy, and, indeed, to all appearance the 
season swing- off as promisingly as ever. A 
few changes in the rules, notably the return 
from four strikes to three, and sundry shift- 
ings in tbe membership of the nines, will 
add to the interest. The process of holding 
players under the reserve rule, whick at 
first threatened to injure the championship 
contests by keeping the strongest teams 
always together and thus giving nobody 
else a chance for the pennants, has of late 
nearly worked out its own salvation by 
appealing to the cupidity of the stock- 
holders or managers to “sell” crack players. 
While covetousness proves one of the best 
safeguards against the evils of the reserve 
rule, it also helps to furnish the annual 
‘*shaking up” and exchange of players that 
is needed to excite curiosity and lend fresh 
interest to each new season. 





The resumption of negotiations at Lon- 
don upon the Behring Sea seal fisheries 
makes it entirely probable that no attempt 
will be made either by the British vessels 
or by tho Canadian authorities to contest 
the police dutics of our revenue cutters 
there during the coming Summer. Canada 
has no right to send armed vessels beyond 
the three-mile limit of her own shores to 
exercise authority, and the negotiations at 
London are, doubtless, proceeding on the 
assumption that the existing status is that 
of the prohibition of private sealing in 
Behring Sea. Under these circumstances 
the British Rear-Admiral commanding in 
the North Pacific will hardly undertake to 
prevent our Troasury vessels from obeying 
their instructions. The only serious appre- 
hension of trouble comes from the report 
that some of the Victoria sealers have gone 
out armed, and with the avowed intent of 
resisting arrest. But sundry Cape Ann 
mackerelmen also talked loudly of making 
warin NovaScotia waters, and then thought 
better of it. As tothe merits of ourclaim 
to own the whole eastern portion of Beh- 
ring Sea there must be very grave doubts in 
the minds of many people, and the outcome 
of the negotiations will be watched with 
interest. 

THE OHIG INDICATIONS. 

The State of Ohio has been wont to play 
so important a part in national politics, and 
especially to lead the way so conspicuously 
for the Republican Party in recent years, 
that it is natural to look to the proceedings 
of the Dayton Convention for some indica- 
tion of the course the party is to take in the 
coming canvass. It cannot be said that the 
Republican organization has been making 
progress since it began to look to Ohio for 
leadership. In fact, its reactionary tend- 
ency and the loosening of its hold on pub- 
lic confidence dates almost exactly from 
that time. Its earlier financial policy was 
marred and disfigured by the influence of 
the “‘Ohio idea,” and Ohio has been the 
stronghold of sectional bitterness. It ap- 
pears now as the first great State in which 
the Republicans absolutely refuse to recog- 
nize the necessity of reform in the tariff or, 
indeed, in any direction except in the regu- 
lation of the suffrage in some other State. 

Ohio, in short, has come to stand for the 
least promising tendencies of the Republic- 
an Party, but it does not follow that the 
indications it gives of the course of the 
party this year are not to be verified. The 
dealing of the convention at Dayton with 
the subject of Presidential nominations, 
together with the expressions Of its lead- 
ing men on the subject, is sig- 
nificant of the general state of party 
sentiment. Ohio has a “favorite son,” 
but it is evident that he is no favorite 
with her cther politicians. His name will 
be presented in the National Convention 
and he willreceive a perfunctory support, 
but the real sentiment of the party is plain- 
ly for BLAINE, or for FORAKER as the local 
representative of the Blaine spirit and 
methods. Half a dozen other States w1]! 
have candidates to present at the National 
Convention, but behind every one of 
them will stand the loftier figure of the de- 
feated candidate of 1884, chilling the zeal 
of their supporters and awaiting the mo- 
ment when the conflict between them 
shall evoke the unifying name which 
is not to be ‘presented to the con- 
vention.” The Ohio convention is typical 
of the party attitude, with its numerous 
candidates at the front, masking the posi- 
tion of the one candidate waiting in the 
background. 

In the platform adopted at Dayton there 
is not one progressive idea, not a single ac- 
knowledgment of the need of reform or 
improvement in any national matter. Civil 
service reform does not even receive the 
poor recognition of a condemnation of tho 
shortcomings of the Administration with 
reference to it. That atleast might imply 
that the Republican Party was in favor of 
it and would give some promise of treating 
it better. But there is not a promise or a 
profession or an intimation that the party 
has any yurpose of maintaining it if again 
intrusted with power. Is this significant 
of the real attitude of the Republican 
Party of the Nation on this subject? Al- 
most for the first time since the war has 
an important State Convention, meeting on 
the eve of a national canvass and called 
upon to give some indication of its 
attitude on national issues, failed to 
recognize tho need of changes in 
the tariff intended to correct its irregular- 
ities and reduce its burdens. Republicans 
have heretofore admitted the need of re- 


: vision, though insisting that it should be 
made bythe friends of protection and not 


by its enemies. Ohio Republicans havo 
reached the point where they no longer 
even admit this. They not only condemn 
the very moderate policy of revision of the 
President and the still milder propositions 
of the Mills bill, as they might bo expected 
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todo froma spirit of partisan opposition, 
but they practica!ly declare for a tariff in 
which the revenue idea is wholly subor. 
dinated to the idea of protection. Protec- 
tion, the control of home markets, and the 
exclusion of foreign competition, would ap~ 
pear from their platform to be the main 
purpose of tarift legislation. Is this the 
form in which the taritf issue is to bo pre- 
sented by the Republican Party of the Na- 
tion? So far as Ohio indications go it is. 

What, then, are the positive and specific 
declarations upon which the Ohio Repnb- 
licans propose to enter upon this canvass ? 
First, the enactment of laws to regulate 
Congressional elections, because, as it is as- 
sumed, there is an ‘‘unlawful suppression of 
the franchise in the South¢rn States.” At 
the present time this is sheer assumption, 
and, whatever the actual facts may be, 
there is certainly far less interference with 
the franchise in the Southern States than 
there was when the Republicans controlled 
the Administration. This is a proposition 
to undo the hopeful progress of years and 
renew sectional antagonism. The socond 
proposition is a sweeping pension bill for 
the relief of disabled veterans and the sup- 
port of the widows and orphans of de- 
ceased soldiers “‘ without regard to the time 
when disability was incurred or to the 
cause of death’—without regard also to 
any safeguard for honest claims or to the 
amount of money to be distributed. Final- 
ly, the refunding of the direct tax, which 
everybody had forgotten, and which no- 
body cares about except the politicians who 
wish to use it as a means of depleting the 
Treasury and of bribing States with a prom- 
ise of “relief of the taxpayers.” 

If, indeed, the Republican Party has come 
to this, the more boldly it is presented, the 
more fully it is understood, and the sooner 
it is brought to the test before the Amer- 
ican people, the better. Letit have BLAINE 
as the one candidate on whom it can agree, 
and let FoRAKER have a place on the same 
ticket. Let it take its position against re- 
ducing any tariff duty, and for* protection 
for protection’s sake, with the fostering of 
all monopolies and combinations of capital, 
and the inevitable consequence of high 
prices and low wages. Let it favor collect- 
ing unnecessary revenues and squandering 
them in pensions and in the relief of the 
taxpayers of States. Then shall we know 
whether a party with such candidates and 
such principles is what the majority of the 
people of this country want, or whether 
it is simply inviting its own destruction. 


HOW IT WOULD WORK. 

The American Iron and Steel Association’s 
last Bulletin gives the following luminous 
exposition of how the metal schedule in the 
pending Tariff bill would work as regards 
one item: 


“Tt is clear that a duty of $11 would let ship- 
loads of steel rallsinto our markets unless our 
manufacturers could further reduce the price of 
American steel rails about $5 per ton. Todo 
this would require cheaper ores, cheaper coal 
and coke, cheaper labor, and lower freight rates 
than the manufacturers are now getting.” 


It will be seen that the outlook for the 
poor day laborer is therefore almost as 
gloomy now as when, a few years ago, the 
Steel Rail Trust paid a portion of the ag- 
gregate profits to certain mills upon condi- 
tion that they should stop working alto- 
gether. The present predicted effect will 
be, not to throw some hands out of a job, 
but to reduce the wagés of all in the indus- 
try. We scarcely know whether we are 
more perplexed or grieved. We are per- 
plexed because we know on such good au- 
thority that high tariffand high wages go 
together. Surely a tariff equal to more than 
the total cost of laborin a pruduct is high. 
A tariff higher than that is, we submit, not 
protection of industry, but prohibition of 
trade and fostering of monopoly. Well, it 
is an exaggerated estimate that half the 
cost of steel rails is labor, leaving only half 
for materials and capital. Itis true that 
the proposed $11 a ton on steel rails is a re- 
duction of 30 per cent., but it leaves the 
duty at 54 per cent. ad valorem, or consid- 
erably above an outside estimate of the 
wages inatonofrails. That is to say, the 
reduced tariff gives the Steel Rail Trust a 
present of their pay roll and 4 percent. to 
boot. Jf£there is any connection between 
highness of tariff and highness of wages, 
wages simply can’t fall under a tariff of 54 
per cent. ad valorem. Besides, wages are 
down now, under an 8+ per cent. tariff, just 
as faras the mill owners can force them. 
Which mill is paying one laborer a penny 
more than the going rate? Thatis why wo 
are perplexed at learning that wages are 
going lower because the tariff may be re- 
duced. ¢ : 

Wo are grieved becanso the Bulleiin gives 
no hint of any intention on the part of the 
mill owners to share the misfortunes of the 
employés who earn money forthem. The 
Bulletin says ores must be cheaper, coal 
must be cheaper, wages must be reduced, 
and freight rates must be cut. It is a 
pretty complete catalogue, but on a care- 
ful reading one thing seems to be omitted. 
There is nothing said about a reduction of 
profits. We are a little backward about 
calling attention to the oversight, because 
everybody knows the Steel Rail Trust 
is conducted by the survivors of the 
CHEERYBLE BROTHERS. Every season they 
take out 3 per cent. on their capital and 
share the surplus profit among their work- 
men. Mr. BLAINE gave us an idoa of what 
a fund there is to draw upon for this 
purpose. Mr. BLAINE said in 1886, as re- 
ported in the Tribune: 

“They say that these steel manufacturers 
made a great sum. No doubt they did. They 
went into an experiment which took enormous 
capital, and they had to make a great plant. 
Putit at the very outside, and they made for 
themselves $250,000,000,” [between 1870-85. ]} 

The census says the total capital in this 
steel trade is $20,975,999. The annual 
product of steel rails is, say, 2,000,000 tons, 
and the tariff is to be reduced by $6 a ton, 
or a total of about $12,000,000. CHEERY- 
BLE BROTHERS may thus be unable to mako 
as large a division as usual among their 
workmen, over and above their wages at 
market prices. But there is every reason 
to believe that when the attention of these 
unselfish men is called to the point they 
will forego even thetr acoustomed 3 per 
cent. before permitting the wages fund to 
be cutinto. They would rather close their 
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mills than pay thoir workmen less than the. 
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tariff makes a presont of to their om- 
ployers, 

Thus our grief and perplexity are light- 
ened by looking into the facts, instead of 
trusting to the theorizing of even the Bul- 
letin, If we may be allowed to theorize a 
little ourselves, weshould remark ‘“‘ Compe- 
tition is the life of trade.” Why should 
there not be competition in the steel rail 
trade? There is competition in wages, and 
every Hans or Pat who Jands at Castle Gar- 
den makes it bitteror. Why- should the 
capitalist be protected and not the wage 
earner? When men who have $21,000,000 
invested make $16,000,000 annually, (vide 
Mr. BLaIng,) js it not enough to give them 
* protection” beyond the wages item in 
their product? Is nobody else to have a 
chance, not even when this “ infant” in- 
dustry is second only to England itself in 
the proportions of its product? Does the 
Steel Rail Trust want the earth, witha 
fence to keep out every body else ? 


ARBITRATORS AND KNIGHTS. 

The complete success of the brewers’ lock- 
out has made several persons very ridicu- 
lous. Conspicuous among these are the 
members of the State Board of Arbitration. 
They scented from afar an opportunity to 
exercise judicial functions upon the em- 
ploying brewers, and came to New-York to 
offer their services asarbitrators. Of course 
they would in any case have had no 
chance of succeeding in composing a 
strife unless they had been chosen 
and invited by both parties in interest. 
So far as appears, they were invited by 
neither. Itis quite as futile as it is undig- 
nified for public officers in their position to 
do anything whatever in the direction of 
arbitration until they are asked to do it. 
They are not likely to be asked, for the 
good reason that they have betrayed the 
principle upon which they propose to pro- 
ceed. They merely reckon up which side 
has the more numerous adherents and con- 
sequently the more important ‘ vote,” and 
they proceed witha view to the propitiation 
of that side. In every ‘labor trouble” 
there are a considerable number of employed 
men to every employer, and it is generally 
expected that the Commissioners will favor 
the employed. For this reason the em- 
ployers do not invoke their services, and 
there is no method at present available by 
which they can be compelled to accept 
those services. . 

In the present case, however, they made 
an even more absurdappearance than usual, 
because when they arrived in New-York 
they discovered that no man had need of 
them. The men whose part they were pre- 
pared totake had gone back to work,excepta 
certainly limited number whom theemploy- 
ers had refused to re-employ, either because 
they were inefficient or because they were 
given to making mischief. The law, 
as expounded by the highest judicial tri- 
bunals, protects inefficient or insubordinate 
persons from being discharged from em- 
ployment, provided they are officers of the 
city of New-York, but it has not gone the 
length of extending its wgis over incompe- 
tents and malcontents in private business. 
The Commissioners of Arbitration have 
nothing to do except to return sadly to their 
homes, and perhaps to attempt the Treasury 
of the State for the reimbursement of their 
traveling expenses, in which they ought not 
to succeed, unless the watch dog of that re- 
pository is very fast asleep. 

The Knights of Labor, as represented by 
their very quarrelsome organ, District As- 
sembly No. 49, have also made a foolish 
exhibition of themselves, though not in 
the direction that was expected of them. 
What they should have done was 
nothing at all. Seeing that they knew 
nothing about the merits of the con- 
troversy and that it was no business 
of theirs, they should have left the par- 
ties concerned to settle it between them- 
selves. This course would have been 
open to one objection. If the organization 
of the Knights of Labor did not concern 
itself with the business of other people it 
would long ago have disbanded and the 
sublime motto “‘ An injury to one is the con- 
cern of all” would not have been promul- 
gated.: Its province has been that of stir- 
ring up strife by extending quarrels to 
people who had noconcern in them to the 
advantage of its own officers and 
to the great disadvantage of those 
who have allowed themselves to be 
drawn into sympathetic strikes. It was 
naturally to be expected that the Knights 
would have ordered the car conductors and 
the hat finishers to throw up their situa- 
tions in order to help the brewers. But it 
seems that when the coal handlers were on 
strike the brewers and the engineers em- 
ployed in breweries were appealed to to 
strike rather than to be in any way 
guiltily concerned in the production of beer 
to which “scab coal’ had contributed. 
The brewers and the engineers had sense 
enough to refuse to do this preposterous 
thing. Now that some of them are out of 
employment District Assembly No. 49“%takes 
its revenge upon them by advising Knights 
to drink ‘*‘ pool” or ‘“*scab” beer and other- 
wise to mock at the calamity of the 
brewers. The advice to drink pool beer is 
superfluous, since thirsty Knights must 
drink that or none. But the motive of tho 
advice is none the less noteworthy. It is 
given merely and avowedly in revenge and 
without any reference to the claims of 
“labor” or to the interest of the unions. 
Workingmen ought to have their eyes 
opened by such an act to the character of 
an organization that is ready to abandon 
all its professions in order to do a spiteful 
act that is none the less spiteful because it 
will be wholly ineffectual. 

AEE SC AO 
CHINA AND COREA. 

The news that Li Huna CHana, the 
Prime Minister of China, has peremptorily 
demanded from the King of Corea an ex- 
planation of an alleged breach of courtesy 
on the part of that monarch’s Minister at 
Washington} will add fresh interest to the 
expected review of the relations of the two 
countries in Congress. Early during the 
present year a resolution was offered in the 
Senate calling for all correspondence upon 
this subject between the State «Department 
and Minister HuGH R. DinsMORE. At that 
time one Senator said that he had learned 
on excellent authority that China had been 
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contemplating the dethronement of the King 
of Corea and the absorption of the ponin- 
sula. The particulars of this alleged scheme 
included an incendiary fire at Scoul, in the 


awellings of the ex-Rogent, which was to 


be charged upon the King, thus fomenting a 
riot, in the course of which a Chinese 
officer was te appear with troops, nominally 
to put down the riot, but really to kidnap 
the King and place his young brother on 
the throne, with the ex-Regeont in tompo- 
rary control, All this read like the product 
of a fertile imagination, and perhaps may 
still so appear: but that the Middle King- 
dom is determined to force an issue with 
Corea on the question of the latter’s feudal 
dependence no longer admits of doubt. 

The breach of etiquette charged by Li 
Huno’CHanc is that the Corean Minister 
presented his credentials at Washington on 
his own authority and without the inter- 
vention of the Chinese Minister. It is 
more, too, than a breach of diplomatic 
courtesy that tho Premier charges, since he 
alleges that this was a violation of a direct 
agreement with Corea as to the conditicns 
upon which the Embassy should be sutfered 
togo. Hitherto the existence of sucb a 
compact has been persistently denied and 
as persistently asserted. It is now formally 
announced by Lr HuNG CHANG, and the 
alleged passage in it to which he refers 
would practically sustain the nominal 
sovereignty of China over Corea by 
making it imperative that her Em- 
bassy should be received at Washing- 
ton under Chinese patronage. The 
existence of some compact was presumable 
from the fact that when the Embassy left 
Corea on the Omaha, a Chinese squadron 
passed her in the outer harbor of Chemulpo 
and amicably exchanged salutes, although 
a Corean flag was hoisted at the Omaha’s 
foremast. In addition, after leaving Japan, 
the Corean Minister went to Hong-Kong 
avowedly for the purpose of cousulting 
upon his mission. Itistairto assume that 
an agreement of some sort had been reached 
by China and Corea, and the fact that an 
agreement was necessary forbids the sup- 
position that the Embassy was to ignore 
eutirely the authority of China. 

If there is anything in the rumor already 
alluded to that China is seeking a pretext 
for turning the nominal vassalage of Corea 
into a real one, or, rather, for uniting it to 
the empire as an integral part and prov- 
ince, like Yunnan or Hoonan, the gravity 
of the present situation will be apparent. 
If, however, a question of punctilio is the 
only one immediately involved, or of punc- 
tilio aggravated by an alleged breach of 
agreement, Corea could offer suitable ex- 
planations without sacrifice of dignity or 
interest. She is practically now an inde- 
pendent monarchy, and has for generations 
paid only a nominal annual tribute, in the 
form of a direct gift to the Chinese Em- 
peror; and even this gift is said to have 
been lately intermitted. She is strongly 
suspected of coveting absolute and ac- 
knowledged autonomy, and of having 
planned to make our national capital the 
scene of one display of her purpose. 
Whether she would be aided in this aspira- 
tion by those foreign countries which, like 
our own, have become greatly interested in 
her progress and welfare is not yet ciear; 
but that these countries would have some- 
thing to say should China undertake the 
armed subjugation of Corea cannot be 
doubted. 

The interview with Gen. BOULANGER re- 
ported through the cable yesterday by the 
London correspondent of THE TIMES was 
the first announcement of his intentions 
made by the General since his triumphal 
entry into Paris. It is rather noteworthy 
that he does not so much as mention any of 
the sentiments or policies that have been 
attributed to him by his supporters, but 
appears as a statesman intent solely upon 
such a revision of the French Constitution 
as shall ‘“* make our republican institutions 
conform to those of America instead of be- 
ing built, as now, upon the hybrid English 
model.” This is a dark saying, and it is more 
than doubtful whether Gen. BOULANGER 
himself knows what it means. The only 
important points in which the French 
Government differs from ours, apart 
from our Federal system, are the 
election of President by the Legislature 
instead of by a popular vote and the 
appointment of Ministers responsible to the 
Legislature. It is hard to see what ob- 
ject Gen. BOULANGER can have in changing 
the latter institution. No doubt if a popu- 
lar election for President were to be held 
at once he would bave a very good chance, 
much better than if the choice were to be 
continued in the National Assembly. But 
it will require so much time to effect the 
change that when it is effected there is 
every reason to expect that Gen. BouLAN- 
GER will be hopelessly out of fashion.

through the evening his work was followed with 
the closest attention by the Jarge assembly. 
Those who remember the palmy days of Italiar 
opera at the Academy need hardly be 
reminded of the masterful presence of 
Signor Campanini on the stage. He certainly 
dominated the performance last evening. Es 
looked the Moor to perfection. Such s'iperb 
piece of acting as his Otello has rarely been 
seen on the lyric stage in this country. 
Signer Campanini has always been a warm ad- 
wirer of his eminent countryman, Signor Sal 
vini, and he has adapted to the operatic stage 
some. of his most striking “business” in the 
réle with which nis name ia associate! Signo! 
Campanini’s performance, it will be inferred 
from these remarks, was one of great strength 
Nor did it lack subtlety and significance. Nota 
point was lost by the tenor, and his climaxes 
were of amost stirring nature. It is hardly 
necessary to add that Signor Campauini's art as 
a singer has not deserted bim. Altogsther his 
appearauce gave great pleasure to the larga 
audience, which applauded him warmly at 
every opportunity. The other members of the 
cast repeated the impersonations hereinfore de- 
scribed. The earnestness of Signor Campanini 
permeated them all, aad their werk was better 
than at any previous perferrmance.

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THE PHILHARMONIC SOCIETY. 

The sixth and last oublic rehearsal of the 
Philharmonic Society was zivern at the Metro 
politan Opera House yesterday afternoon in the 
presence of a large and demonstrative audience 
Tho programme containe: threé orebestral num 
bers—Beethoven’s “ Pasteral” symphony, “Sym 
phonic Variations,” opus 27, by Jean Louis 
Nicode, and Wagner’s ‘“ Tannhbiiuser” overture, 
The sixth symphony may or may not have decn 
chosen as adapted to this season of tha year, but 
it certainly agrees in temperament with the 
Spring. Its sanny melody ané its Nhittls 
thuuderstorm—rather an encouragement to 
the growing crops than a menace—are 
full of the life and happiness of tht 
youth of the year. The Nicvods composition 


is not familiar. It mate a distinctly pleasing 
lrapression yesterday. [ts themes are most me 
lodieus, While thoroughly pure and elevated in 
sentiment. They are treated in a more than or- 
dinarily effective tanner, theugh there is no 
Straining after points. The climaxes are reached 
by natural and anjoyabla precesses, aud the con 
trasts, while by nc means »bvious, are far from 
being labored. The scoring is full of color, and 
18 Stropgly marked In its iight and shade. Smail 
choirs of wood and solo inatruments are excel- 
lently used, the short passage for solo flute, with 
harp accompaniment and horn obligato, near 
the close vf the work, being particularly fe 
licitous. Asa whole the coiaposition is synimet- 
rical, and 1t leaves a ool taste in one’s 
Month, The soloist of the entertainment was 
Frau Lehwann-Kaliseh. She sang the famous 
aria, “Abscheulicher,” from “Fidelio,” and 
Schubert's “Gretchen am Spinnrad,” with the 
Liszt orchestration. The einyer was in excel- 
lent voice. and it is unnevessary to ad that she 
sang admirably. After three recalls she was 
compelled by enthusiastic applausa to repeat 
the Schubert number. The orchestra, barring a 
little uncertainty among the horns and Mr. 
Richard Arpold’s uneven performance of the 
violin solo in the Nicede work, played with 
splendid precision and notable finish. ‘he re- 
hearsal promised a tine concert to-night, and if 
the orchestra repeats its interpretation of the 
“Tannhiuser” ovartnure the season of the society 
will come toa close with one of the most superb 
performances ever heard iu this city of one of 
the noblest coin positions in existence,

PIONEERS Or LIBERTY 
FOUND. , 

The two hundred and ninetieth anniver- 
sary 2f the } romulgation of the Edict of Nantes 
by Henrg IV. of France, by which toleration was 
given to the Protestanta of that kingdom, was 
celebrated ‘ast evening by the Huguenot Soci- 
ety of Ainerica in Berkeley Lyceum. The pret- 
tv little theatre was filled witha brilliaut com- 
pany of ladies and gentlemen, among whom 
were Edward F. De Lancey, P. W. Gallaudet, Dr. 
Joseph H. Gautier, the Rev. Dr. B. F. De Costa, 
Frederick T. De Peyster, Dr. A. J. Vermilye, J. 


C, Pompelly, Lawrence Turnure, Henry M. Les 
ter, Charles Lauier, aud Henry G. Marquand. 
John Jay, who presided, reviewed the bistory 
of the edict. The Kev. Dr. Philip Schaff dis 
cussed the revocation of the edict by Louis XLYV.,, 
and said that there was a Nemesis in biatory. 
He felt a satisfaction in beholding the descend-

intotthe Great Klector of Brandenburg, who 
sheltered thousands of the ingitive Protestants 
from the tyranny of Louis, proclaiming the Em- 
pire of Germany at the same Versailles where 
Louis signed the revocation. 

Dr. Schaff bad a fac stwile of the revocation 
and Louis’s signature thereto, one of two which 
be bad broughtto this couniry, and a curious 
illusirated monograph of the Maasacre of St 
Bartholomew, ‘These he permitted to be passel 
emong the audience. He reiated a conversation 
between Thiers and Ranke, the German histo- 
rian during the Franco-Prussian war, in which 
Thiers asked: “Whom are you fighting against? 
Napoleen ?” 

“No” 

* Are you fighting the Empire 2?” 

“Not ut all.” 

“Are you tighting the French Nation?” 

“Least of all.” 

“What are you fighting agairst?” 

“ Louls Quatorze.” 

This, said Dr. Schaff, illustrated the hatred of 
Protestants for the tyrant who bad persecuted 
and killed Protestants 1n defiance of justice and 
plighted faith. 

Dr. Schatf eulogize? Calvin, the founder of 
the French Protestant Church, ana said that 
the Huguenots were always friends of liberty. 
Gallatin, Agassiz, and Guyot were fine Ameri 
can speciwens of tne race. They were given 
simply toleration by the Edict of Nantes; 
wherever they went they espoused lib 
erty, which is far above mere tolera- 
tion. American liberty was the gracdest 
and broadest and most vigerous in the world. 
It bad wonderful digestive powers. It couid 
digest the Freveh cabbage, the English roast 
beef, the Seotch porridge, the Irish potato, the 
Geran sauer-kranuc; assimilate them all, and 
raise them to the lofticst beights of humanity. 

Prof. Allan Marquanud of Princeton read a 
paper upon the iudustries of the Huguenots in 
America which contained a Vivid description of 
Paul Revere. 

Chauncey M. Depew sald thatthe fate of the 
Huguenots, after the revocation of the edict of 
Nantes, was oue of the saddest in history. Of 
all the settlers of the New World he alone could 
pot look back with pride and affection, hope, and 
trust to the land of bis birth. Even the Pilgrim 
Fathers, in a few years after their landing, saw 
their prince p!es triumphant in England; saw 
Cromwell ruliug the land and their ene 
mies cast down. The Hollanders, when they 
came to Manhatt7n, came for their country and 
patroned by it. But the Huguenot had nothing 
to ook backward to but deserted homes, mur- 
cered kindred, and bloody tyranny. He never 
could go back to France. But wherever he 
went—to the New World, to England, to Ger- 
many, to Switzerland—he brought industry, 
thrift, and ability. He developed new indus- 
tries ana mads the homes of his aduption richer 
and better for his presence.

EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 


WwW. B. DINSMORE’S DEATH. 
A CAREER INSEPARABLE FROM THAT 
OF THE GREAT EXPRESS COMPANY. 


William B. Dinsmore, President of the 
Adams Express Company, died at 3:35 P. M. 
yestorday, at his residence, 302 Fifth-avenue. 

Mr. Dinsmore was born in Boston, July 24 
1810, and began to work fora living 11 years 
later, when his father placed him with a farmer 
at Antrim, N. H. Tiring of the drudgery of the 
farm, he went back to Boston and worked for 
some years in a saddlery establishment. Dur- 
ing these years he was a well-known figure in 
Boston, being a member of tho Volunteer Fire 
Department and active in other spare-time 


pursuits of young men of thatday. A business 
iTip through the South end an engagement as 
bookkeeper for 1 New-York house filled out the 
time previous to hia forming a connestion with 
the business to which he devoted his life 
bnergies, : 

In 1840 Alvin Adams started a little carpet- 
bag express tn opposition to Waruden’s concern, 
which enjoyed at the timo a monopoly of the 
business. Heran between New-York and Bos- 
ton, carrying parcels by the Norwich boats and 
the rail. He met Mr. Dinsmore in Boston and 
engaged him in 1841 as cierk in his New-York 
ottice, which was then ina basement on Wilham 
street, near Wall. Mr. Dinsmore could have 
mide more money in a different occupation, but 
he foresaw that the express business had a great 
future and wisely sacrificed immediate advnn- 
tages. At that time the business consisted p: f.- 
cipally of carrying letters and small packages, 
the messengers being occasionally intrusted 
with money by brokers in New- York and Boston. 
About the time that Mr. Dinsmore took charge 
of Adains’s New-York oftice John Hoey, thena 
lad carrying bundles from the newspaper of- 
fices tothe boats, came under his notice and 
was employed by him, the most intimate social 
friendship and business relations then being be- 
gua, which lasted for nearly half a century. 

The business was at this time cuontined to 
New-York, New-London, Norwich, Worcester, 
and Boston. In 1842 an office was opened in 
Philadelphia, with E. 8S. Sanford as agent, and 
this branching out was in accordance with the 
enterprising ideas of Mr. Dinsmore, who had 
been taken in as a partner by Mr. Adams. Later 
the express reached’ Baltimore, G. M. Shoemaker 
beiug appointed to look afterits intereats there. 
On becoming a member of the firm Mr. Dins- 
more woved his otfice to 7 Wall-street, and two 
years later he introduced the nevelty of horses 
aud wagons in connection With the work. The 
young tirm had a bard struggle for existence, 
and much of ils advancement was due to the 
euergy displayed by its drivers, who found Mr. 
Dicsmore a pleasant waster and, obeying his in- 
structions, “drummed” for business with xzrat- 
ifyiug resulta. Harnéen & Co. were a rich con- 
ceri), however, avd it required allof Mr. Dips- 
more’s energy, pluck, and tact to keep his firm 
to the front. 

Very steadily, however. 1f advanced, and in 
1852 its financial stability was such that, when 
ite growing business called for mvre room, it 
purchased ,the building at 59 Broadway where 
itstill has its headquarters. Two years later 
the consolidation was effected of Adams & Co.’s 
Eastern, Southern and Western Expresses, the 
Harnden Express, Kinsley & Co., aud Hoey & 
Co.’s Charleston Express, under thé name of 
“tne Adams Express Company.” Alvin Adams 
was the first President, but more than 30 years 
ago Mr. Dinsmore was placed ut the head of the 
great and growing corporation, where he re- 
mained up to the time of his death. 

Socially, Mr. Dinsmore was very popular. He 
was &@ member of severalclubs. He owned the 
largest Al:ierney stock farm in the country, at 
Hrde Park. He was President of tho Academy 
of Music, and was a Director in several railroad 
companies. Up to within a few months he gave 
finily attendauce to the affairs of the Adams 
Express Company, and his last visit to the ex- 
peutive offices was nade less than a mouth ago. 

The funeral will be at Calvary Church, Fourthb- 
avevue and Tweuty-first-strcet, Monday wmorn- 
Ing at10 o’clock. The body will de taken to 
Byde Park. N. Y., for burial.

MONEY FOR INFLUENCE, 
A MAN ARRESTED WHO PROMISED PO- 
LICEMEN’S PLACES FOR $300. 
The Police Commissioners have been 
greatly annoyed of Jate by reports reaching 
thew that candidates for appointments on the 
police forco Lad deen approached by outsiders 
pretending to wield political influence for money 
to insure their appointment, and that there 
were men on the force who had paid for their 
positions. More than three months ago an 


pnonymous letter to this effect was received by 
Comwissioner Voorhis,but no names were given 
pr facta mentioned the investigation of which 
could lead to any result. 

Charles & Schneider, who is a candidate for 
sppolutment as a patrolman, came to Mr. Vuor- 
his a weok ugo Thursday, and told him that he 
had been appruachbed by a stranger, who had as- 
sured him that be could secure his appointment 
by paying $300 to him. Schneider said that this 
man told him, what was a fact, that he 
(Schneider) had passed the civil servies exam- 
ination uml mentioned the percentage which he 
bad obtained, but assured him that he-would 
pot receive the appointment unless he paid for 
it. He metthe stranger a second time, accord- 
ing to appointment, and the stranger took 
Schneider to Police Headquarters, where the 
stranger appeared to be well acauainted, nod- 
fling to several pebple he met there. He took 
Behneider into one of the small anteroums in 
the building and left him there. In a short time 
be returned and said that he could arrange mat- 
ters s0 that he woulda be appointed at the next 
meeting. Schneider met the stranger several 
times by appointment, but did not pay him any 
money, and finally, by the advice of his friends, 
he went to Commissicner Voorhis. An at- 
tempt was caade to entrap the stranger, but it 
failed. 

But Commissioner Voorhis had another caller, 
and on a Similar errand, last Wednesday. Isaue 
Milhauser told a storv almost identical to that 
of Schueider. The description of the man who 
approached him tallied exactly witb that of the 

erson who had entered into negotiations with 

chneider. The stranger, however, had told 
him that if he concluded to accept the terms he 
should send a note to James Cainpbell, 6858 
Ninth-avenue. Acting under the direction of 
Commissioner Voorhis, Milhbauser made an ap- 
pointment to meet Schneider. This led to a 
second meeting, to Milbauser’s acceptance of 
Campbell’s terms, to the passage of marked 
money into the pockets of Campbell, ard his 
prompt arrest. 

Among the papers in Campbell’s possession 
was aslip containing the namesof six- appli- 
cants for appuintmebtou the police force whe 
nad passed the civil service examination. One 
of these men bad heen appointed and against 
his name was written “ pinted.” Among the 
names were (hose of Schneider and Milhauser. 
He admitted the charge against him and said 
that he did not think there was any harmin it, 
as he intended to have the men appointed 
through political influence he could wield. He 
also said that he wasacousin of ex-Alderman 
Robert Halil and wanted that gentleman at 
once informed of his arrest. Heis said to have 
held a position in the Department of Public 
Works. 

It is a myatery to Commissioner Voorhis how 
Campbell got the namesofthe men who had 
passed the civil service examination and who 
were on the eligible list. None of the names on 
the paper found in the possession of Campbell 
were of those whose names had been sent to the 
Civil Service Examining Board by the Police 
Commissioners, but were all those whose appli- 
pations had originated with the Civil Service 
Board. Itis not known whether Campbell) had 
succeedod in obiaining money from applicants. 
He says bimself that Miihauser and Schneider 
were the only men he ever approached. It is 
suspected that there is some person benind 
Campbell who has not yet been exposed. Camp- 
pell admitted that he had no personal acquaint- 
pnuce with auy of the Police Commissioners.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


VICTORY FOR A COMMISSION, 
A MINNESOTA ROAD FORCED TO FOLLOW 
ORDERS. 

St. Pau, Minn., April 20.—The most im- 
portant case that has been handed down by the 
Supreme Courtof the State in many months was 
given out this afternoon. It is the well-known 
case in which the Railroad Commissioners have 
been fighting the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Railroad. The road refused to reduce its 
rates on milk between Owatonnaand &t. Paul 
and Minneapolis, and the matter was taken into 


the courts tocompel it to make a reduction. 
The case finally reached the Supreme Court an 
the decision of this afternoon settles the case in 
tavor of the Coummissionere, thus establishing 
their right to force railroads to reduce their 
rates, 

“The determination of the Railroad and Ware- 
house Comission,” says the decision, ‘‘as to 
what are equal and reasonable fares and rates 
for the transportation of persons und property 
by a railway company is conclusive, and ip pro- 
ceeding by mandamus to comvel compliance 
with the tariff of rates recommended ana pub- 
lisned by them Du issue can be raised or inquiry 
had on that question. The authority thus given 
to the commission to determine in the exercise 
of their discretion and judgment what are equal 
and reasonable rates is not a delegation of legis- 
lative power. Section 8 vests the Supreme 
Court, concurrently with a District Court, with 
original jurisdiction of all proceedinus by man- 
damus therein provided for to compel complhi- 
ance with the provisions of the act. Writ 
granted. Let the writ issue as prayed for.” 


CHANCES OF A FREIGHT WAR. 

St. Paut, Minn., April 20.—The St. Paul 
officials of the Burlington have received no 
notice of a reduction of freight rates to meet the 
competition of the Lake Superior lines. A meet- 
ing of the traffic managers of all the North- 


western and Western roads has been called in 
Chicago for next Thursday, when the considera- 
tion of prorating on Eastern business will again 
be discussed. Uniess some concerted action can 
be taken by all the lines interested, another cen- 
eral reduction of freight rates will undoubtedly 
be made May 1.

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SEVEN YEARS A WANDERER. 


ARRESTED FOR MURDER, BUT SET FREE 
FOR WANT OF EVIDENCE. 


Macon, Ga., April 20.—W. John Handon |: 


of Crawford County, after seven years of hust- 
ling around the country to escape punishment, 
is at last a free man. Jn June, 1881, a black 
Man’s body was found floating in a creek 
in Crawfurd County. His body shawed 
marks of violence, ana it was believed 
that he had been murdered. There had 
been bad foeling existing between the 
negre anda white man named John Handon. 
The latter became alarmed and fled the county, 
and so completely did he cover his tracks that 


his whereabouts remained a mystery. A reward 
was offered for bis capture. He had a brother 
working for a man in Butts - County, 
and Sheriff Beechon of that caunty conceived 
the ides of getting Handon's employer to watch 
him, as it was likely that the refugee would go 
to his brother. One day Sheriff Beechon was io- 
formed by this employer that Handon was going 
on a visit to Marietta. The Sheriff at once 
started for Marietta. He found tho Sheriff there 
ont of town, and was instructed to call to his 
esaistance City Marshal Stephens. Stephens 
took a description of the suspected murderer, 
and soon spotted a man who had been living in 
Cobb County for two years under the name of 
William Davis. When approachéd and ques- 
tioned Mr. Davis appeared restless and 
said he came to this Place’ = froin 
Tennessee. Stephens reported to Beechon that 
he was satisfied tbat Davis was the man he 
wanted. Beechon insisted on waiting and 
watching the arrival of his visiting brother and 
their mecting would give evidence of the iden- 
tity of the fugitive. This was tinally considered 
not the best policy, and Stephens arrested Da- 
vis, Who confessei that his right name was Job 
Handon. He was handcuffed and put in prison, 
where his brother found him on his arrival afew 
hours later. : 

John Handon is about 30 years old and a 
splendid-looking man physically, and during bis 
stay in Cobb County was an industrious citizen, 
none of his neighbors suspecting that his hands 
had even been imbrued in human blvod. Handon 
had a wife and one child, who had been with him 
for some time. When he left Crawford County he 
went to Tennessee ani remained there. eight or 
nine months and then returned to Georgia. The 
time gained by flight, however, stood him in 
place, because the witnesses relied uvon seven 
years ago were either dead or scattered out of 
knowledge, 80 he was set at liberty.

POPULATION STATISTIOS IN JAPAN. 

Tho Londonand China Telegraph, referring 
to recent publications on Japaneso statistics, 
says that on Jan. 1, 1885, the Japanese Ewpire 
had a population of 37,868,987, or an average 
of 99 inhabitavts to each square kilometer, 
which is about the same average as Italy and 
much more than that of Germany. Butif the 


large area of Yezo and the Kuriles, with its 
swall population, be deducted Japan proper has 
a population of 131 to the square kilometer, 
while Great Britain bad oply 114 For various 
reasons peculiar to the country and the 
people the distribution of the population 
is by clusters. In eizht administrative dis- 
tricts the density reacbes 220 per square kilo- 
meter, fur these include the fertile rice plains 
and the most productive fisheries. Japanis a 
country of small peasant cultivation, rice being 
the principal staple, and hence the mountainous 
districts arevery thinly iuhabited. The aver- 
age number of persons in a household is 4.91, 
while in Germany itis 4.7; but in urban houge- 
bolds the averageis much smaller thanin the 
country or than those of European cities. Not- 
withstanding the density of the population, the 
small number of populous towus is very 
striking. Only five have a population ex- 
ceeding 10,000, viz. : Tokio, 902,837; 
Osaka, 353,970; Kioto, 255.403; Nagova, 
126,898, and Kanagawa, 104,320. Six only have 
® population between 50,000 and 100,000. This 
poculflarity in distribution is due tu the circum- 
stance that Javan is not an industria! but an 
agricultural country. Another peculiarity is 
the proportion of the sexes, There were 19,157,- 
977 males and 18,711,110 females, so that, re- 
versing the rule in Europe, the wales preponder- 
ate. This is said to be due to the fact that 
there is a great preponderence of female mor- 
tality between 15 and 40, Japanese statistics on 
this subject being wholly different from those of 
European countries. Atthe date of the census 
there were 8,898 Japanese abroad, their distri- 
bution being as follows: Corea, 4.356; China, 
2,068; America, 817; Russia, (mainly Eastern 
Siberia,) 671; Great Britain, 264, France, 164; 
Germany, 129, and the rewainder in other coun- 
tries or on the sea. 

DIAMONDS GUARDED INGENIOUSLY.

The =—— jewels 
are exhibited in ab showcase, the 
giass plates of which are exceptionally 
thick and the iron framework of whicb is ap- 
normally strong, and an attendant hae been ap- 
pointed to specially keep watch over the pre- 
cious exhibit all day long. Should be have 
the slightest cause to suspect any visitor or via- 
ltors he has only to touch a button easily within 
his reach, whereupon the glass case promptly 
disappears from view and siuks into a specially- 
constructed shaft, over the top of which the 
same automatic machinery causes thick covers, 
tormed of thick wetal plates, toclose with a 
sharp snap. The ingenuity displayed in carry- 
ing out this plan is remarkble, and the tact that 
the clock-work apparatus has cost close upon 
£800 will convey some idea of its complicated 
character.

GRAIN AND FLOUR RATES. 

Cuicaco, April 20.—The question of grain 
and fiour ratos is just now az important one. 
The Chicago commiitee on east-bound freight

being last season 271, cents, the rate being made 
by the St. Paul and Duiuth by adding 5 cents to 
its haul to Duluth. Consequently the Chicago 
lines were forced into the seven-and-a-balf-cent 
rate, which is still in effect, and they now want 
to make a ten-cent rate, which would bring the 
through rate up to 3O cents, 

To this end the St. Pauland Duluth has been 
asked to make a seven-and-one-half-cent rate to 
Duluth, but 1t is believed that the latter will re- 
fuse to make such an advance at this season of 
the year. In convection with the ten-cent rate 
proposed by the Chicago .lines. they would 
lnaintain a tweive-and-one half milling-in-tran- 
sit rate to local points. The Milwaukee and St. 
Paul has even proposed to abolish milling in 
transit on condition that the Manitoba will grant 
equal through rates trom competitive territory 
in Dakoia.

Jay Gould’s proclamation regarding the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railroad Com- 
pany’s affairs, published in yesterday morning’s 
newspapers, came as a decided surprise to Wall- 
street, and was the subject of animated com- 
ment there the whole day through. From no 
reputable source came much like commendation. 
It was declared on all sides that the long epistie 
was the work of a man disgruntled. 

Every person with an interest as an investor 
in the stock market found offensiveness in Mr. 
Gouia’s letter, for the reason that it evidently 
was aimed quite as much at the better condi- 
tions that have lately been developing in the 
stock market, as its ostensible object, the Mis- 
eouri, Kansas and Texas investors. The stock 
market for several days has been growing 
stronger. Many sanguine Wall-street men have 


believed that a good bull market was close at 
hana. Their hopes are assailed by Mr. Gould, 
Jor it is universaliy granted that he never would 
have gone tbe length he has to proclaim an utter 
failure of the Southwestern corn crop and to 
elaborate statements of wholesale rate wars in 
and out of Texas, except be had in view the pur- 
pose of depressing public opinion as to the op- 

sortunities for investment in railway properties 
D tiet section. 

Men wbo think they understand Mr. Gould’s 
motives aver that this onslaught is intended

E. Ellery Anderson, who fs to be the nex 
Presiient of tie Missouri, Kausas and Texas 
Company, declined yesterday to give any per- 
sonal attention to Mr. Gould’s especial attack

“pany propose hereafter to protect their own in- 
terests,” Was all he cared to eay. Denuncia- 
‘tions or efforts nt sarcasm from Mr. Gould, Mr. 
Anderson said, would not swerve the stockhold- 
wes from their purpose.

THE TOMBS PRISON AS IT WAS AND AS 
IT IS TO BE. 


To many visitors at the Tombs Prison it 
seems very strange that the new Warden, 
Charles Osborne, does not conduct himself gen- 
erally as if he owned the prison and its contents 
and was only to be addressed by persons of 
recognized distinction in the community. They 
had read in the newspapers that he was a Dep- 
uty Warden of the penitentiary and was not 
particularily anxious to resign that position. 
Some had even heard that he had been appoint- 
ed yesterday tothe Wardenship of the Tombs 
atasalary of $2,500 per year, or $700 more 
than his predecessor had been paid. This sort 
of thing naturally created the impression that, 


iffurmer Wardens of the Tomba, or a man like 
Walsh, for instance, could, without ruyme or 
reason, make themselves insufterably obnoxious 
to those Who were entitled to civility at least 
the new man would be simply unapproachable. 


instead of $1,800. He had been perfeetly satis- 
tied with his old position, but was quite willing 
to accept the new one.

Warden Osborne considers his change of base 
in the light of a civil service‘appointment, as he 
has not been a politician and belongs to no fac- 
tion. He intends to conduct the Tombs on the 
most approved prison plans. He said so yester- 
day afternoon, and he talked like a man whose 
word was good.

WHY MR. DANIELS WAS POSTED,
